ſeparate your ſelf from theWorld, by being Cloyſtered 
within theſe doleful walls, let not atoo paſhonate (or- 
row prevail over all the faculties of your Soul, ayd 
Reaſon it ſelf, which oughc ro be the helm whereby we 
Reer our courſe chrough the fluctuating billows of 
ſorrow, Take advice of one, whothough a (iranget 
to you, yet not to theſe paſhons wherewithI perceive 
you burn; do not laviſh out yous {elf in a ſpontanequs 

« Erief,, let your tears prove Omens; and preſage 'a 
greager- evil, Tears are too brackiſh to quench, and 
Sighs are but wind, and more apt: $o excite than ex- 
tinguiſh theſe flames ; cherefore leavethis retiredneſs, 
and who knows but-Flarinda may be yours, although 
hitherto ſome Siniſter frowns of Fortune hath blaſted 
your proceedings, which continually attend: thoſe who 
by Vercue aſpire to: Honour and Happinz2ſs, — . Peri- 
exder's ſpirits. (for ſuch was his name) receiying ſo 
ſweer an alarm, uttered in ſuch a compaſſonate man- [ 
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ner, as made ic. plainly evident, her own paſſions bred 
that ſympathy, made ham chink ſhe was ſome cutelary 
Angel ſent from Heaven our of pity co direct him ; 
and as if the very name of Flarizda had as it were by a 
prcopherick Enthuſiaſm thus devived to him, breathed 
new lif: into him, he rouzed vp his ſenſes, and with a 
trembling, and as ic were dying voice ntcered this re- 
ply; Whois it thatthus by endeavours cruelly mer- 
Cital, rips up my wounds, fondly thinking thereby to 
cure them ? Is chat the way to caſe a grief-burthened 
ſoul, co deny all eaſe ? ſure the moſt Flagitious Vit- 
lain che Earth bears, whom the World abhorrs for his 
im actions, may not. be denyed a leave to 

rn; The moſt inhumane Tyrants that ever plagued 
the world with their horrid immanity , when they 
ſtrove to make a dying ſoul. ſurvive with cruciting 
pain, would ſuffer them to bewail their State ; ſouls 
laden with Woe, though ballaſted with Hope, will fink 
under Forrunes ſtormy frowns, unleſs they pump one 
thoſe griefs that thtearen deſtruftion, Bur ah ! my 
heart is co(s'd wich the ſurges of deſpair, and charged 
wich overwhelming ſorrows,which unleſs I ſeek to dil- 
burthen, will augment to my unrecoverable ruine, 
And what though I ſhould abyndon all Corroding Paſ- 
ons, would that repair my irreparable Stare ? would 
that regain Florinda ? Oh what more vain than ſuch de- 
luding thoughts ? Heaven jultly thinks me unworthy 
of ſo much Bliſs, and therefore interdits me its enjoy« 
ment. Oh, if there be any ſpagks of pity yer remain« 
ing, cither put a period co my miſeries, by ending my 
life, that I may no longer contemplate in my ſelf a 
ſpeftacle of woe, orelſe remove this hizhe, thar ſo no 
Obje& may be preſented co my Cyes, that may divert 
my mind from the thoughts of deſpair, apd leave this 
penſive place to me alone, being fic for none but thoſe 
Bg deroted 
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, 
devored to miſery, that ſo I may take my fill of ſorrow, 
figace vothing without Flormda, will give me _con- 
rentment, bur that wherein there is no content, And 
wich that he fercht a deep figh from the Heart, which 
intimated where the dittemper lay,whichClcodora hear- 
iog, ſhe was at firlt perplext in her mind, not knowing 
what courſe to lteer ; one while ſhe deſpair'd of ever 
framing conſolation able to appeaſe ſuch vehemene 
ſorrow, and therefore according to hys deſire oogne

Sir (laid (he) though the black clouds of Deſpair have 
ſo over-ſpread your Soul, as that there is not the 
leaſt ray or glympſe of hope, whoſe bright aſpe& 
might revive you, yer let it not cauſe you to degene- 
tate from Vertue, which makes the polleſſor inflexible 
under &ll adverſity, like the rock that remains unmo- 
yed, though aſlaulced with the impetyous rage of the 
boiſterous Winds and roaring ſurges of the troubled 
Sea, He in whoſe rich Soul Vercue hath once taken 
up her reſidence, hath always a _Halcton ſerenity

his of Love, but as wind to thoſe ſparks of Honour that 


les, lay buried in the aſhes of ſorrow, which it kindled to 
jath , fucha fame; that Honour gat the victory over Love, 
2. and 
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and rendred his reaſon triumphant, which Cleodore con- 
zjecured by a Crimſon bluſh that over-ſpread Perian- 
ders face, and diſpoſlelt ſorrows pale ſympromes. Ar 
length Periander returned her this reply. Aſadaw, 
(ſaid he) your Expreſſions ſpeak you no leſs rich in 
Vertue than Beauty, my grief-mutt have preſſed me 
a degree beneath humanity, if ſuch» weighty reaſons 
couched under ſuch Eloquence could nor have coun- 
terpoiſed ic, 1 ſhould be more ſavage then the 
Beaſts that Orphems charmed into civility, ſhould I 
remain inexorable to the intreatics of ſo ſweet an Ora- 
cor, whoſe perfeRions areſuch, thar I cannot but, ac- 
Count 1t as great a glory to obey you, as it would 
make. me ſenſible of ſhame to refuſe any thing you 
ſhould command, though ic were to ſacrifice my life 
.and honour, which are the only Jewels I ever prized 
in my proſperiey and which is all chat Fortune hath 
lefr ro my diſpolal in my adverſity. Therefore though 
ic be to rip up my wounds and make them bleed 
afreſh, to acquaint you with my Rory, which cannot 
be done without recollefting thoſe thoughts, which 
are as the ſource of all perplexing agonies, 'yert becauſe 
it 18 in obedience to your command, 1 ſhall not refuſe, 
Know you then in the Ciry of ( orimh, there dwelt a 
Nobleman, by name Eſeutheri«s,'who as he was equal 
to any, both for deſcent, being derived of an ancienc 
and honon:able Family, as allo for Wiſdom and Va- 
lour, ſo he did excel all in the place where he lived 
for liberality ; He was both magnificently expenſive 
in his gifrs and preſents, to thoſe whom Birth and For- 
tune had made his equals and ſuperiours, and almoſt 
ptodigally liberal, i» his ſupplying the neceſ5ities too of 
his interioars, and in neither exc2eding the bounds of 
mediocrity, Bat eſpecially when publick occaſions 
required it, he was a Preſident to all, admired ar by 

moſk, 
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moſt, and envyed at by ſome, whoſe malice, though 
it made them repine and carp at his ations, yet ir 
could not fiir the ſpirics of others any farther than to 
retort thoſe malicious detractings with the greater dif- 
grace upon themſelves, ſo that the calumniating darts 
which they with ſuch peewiſh violence caſt, thinking to 
wound his Honour, flew back with rhe greater reproach 
upon themſelves. Now as (ormth did reap the fruits 
of Eleuther;«s his magnificence, ſo th: Ciry did repay 
him wich reſpe& and honour ; And as Fortune had 
heaped ſach favours upon him as made him ſeem her 
darling, ſo Heavens bleſt him with a Son and a 
Daughter , whoſe incomparable excellencies were 
Mich, chat as their Parencs were an Honour to them, 
ſo they were to their Parents, and both were happy 
in each other, But eſpecially ſach was the raviſhng 
beauty of F/2rixda, as that it did attratt the eyes and 
hearts of all; All her Vertues, and Graces, and Des 
portments, were as ſo many nets to inthrall each be. 
holder. Among the reſt, ic was my unhapopy fortune 
at a fea(t,to view that beauty, which had captivated 
ſo many ; As (pon as ever ſhe came, I felt my ſelf fo 
{lrangely cran(ported, as if my ſoul had been ſaatched 
ont of my eyes, the ſparkling glances that came from 
her eyes were as ſo many Charms that inchanted me 
into a paſſ,onace Feaver, The changing my colour 
ſufficiently diſcovered che convultions of my mind, 
one while bluſhing, feating leſt my fRollen views 
ſhould berray my diftemper, and then deſpaicing 
thoughts would cauſe a paleneſs to over-ſpread my 
countenance, Thus I continued one while blaming 
my eyes for giving entrance to thoſe defires that had 
whol'y (iollen away my hearc, then my mind for en- 
tertaining thoſe thoughts which fed thote deſires, an4 


cauſed that torment, No delights could give me con. 


cent. 
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tenement , Whilſt that de/ighrfu! obje&t was preſent. 
A faint qualm made me nauleat the rarities which were 
provided, —— eyes fed upon Florinda's rare per- 
feRions, which the mors they fed, the more pined, 
and remained the leſs ſatisfied ; and thoſe melodious 
Conſorrs of Muſick made the greater diſcord in thoſe 
paſſions, which had ſo furioufly agicated my ſpirics, and 
at the beſt bred a melancholy , which as fuell did but 
foment the flames. The variety of company di4 
but abriidge the freedom of converſiing with my 
thoughts. 

Thus did Florindatyrannize over my affections, till 
at length Night, which puts nodifference berween the 
rarelt Beauty and the greate!t deformity , and cauſes all 
things to return to that Chaos, our of which they 
were created, cauſed her to wichdray, and ſo ſeparated 
us.But alas,though theſe beauteous rays which had ſcor- 
ched my heart, were Eclipſed by Nights black veil, no- 
thing could reſtrain the Eyes of my thoughts from view- 
ing thac Piturewhich my fancy had I:mned in my mind, 
Bur as the Moon is the cauſe of the various eftuations 
of the Sea, ſo her ldea cauſed ſuch Ebbings and Flow- 
ings of paſhon, as would not permit the lea't repoſe, 
which I termed an amorous Lunacy, Thus for a time 
I Rrove to retain my paſſion a priſoner wichin my breaf, 
eill a convenient opportunity tendring it ſelf, being 
not able co endure the torment , I diſcloſed the fince- 
ricy of my affe&ions to her , which were no ſooner dif. 
covered , bur I perceived alterations in her counte- 
nance, modeſty and diſdain ſeemed to contend for pre- 
erity ; the former by rendting herthe more amiable, in- 
creaſed my flames, and the latter my deſpair ; fo that [ 
ſtood like a priſoner at the Bar, expecting the ſentence 
tobe paſt upon him. But Florinda which hal by her 
Eyes diſplaygd the thoughts of her mind, did more evi- 
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dence them by her expreſſions, telling me how diſplea- 
ling ſuch diſcourſes were to her ; and that ſhe could 
not but look upon them as tryals of her /eviry, and char 
ſhe was none of thoſe whole over-fond Credulicy 
made them yield to the alluremencs of men, whote 
hearts and tongues ſeldom concurc , bat firſt with falſe 
po_ enſ(nare, and after deſert chein, and there- 

y cat ſuch a bloc of contempt upon them, as no cears 
nor repentance can wipe away, That ſhe rather 
thoughe my words proceeded from an inſolenr defire of 
tyrannizing over her, than from any ſincerity in me, as 
I pretended, But my words could not be fo diſplea- 
ſg to her, as hers were ro me ;z my looks had been an 
invincible Argument of my integricy, if ſhe had view- 
ed them with an Eye leſs Cruel than Charitable x for 
my ſcirits which before, fear had cauſed co retire to my 
hearc , were now ready to take wing , bne, that they 
were recalled by the ſudden arrival of che waiting wo- 
man, Which gave me occation to take leave of her,with 
whom it was death to part, Home [ wenc, fraughr 
with a thouſand perplexing agomies,flutterirlg about my 
ears like birds of prey, devouring all thoſe Cates or 
conſolation that Hope would ſet before me.Neither day 
nor night could give any eaſe co my torments ; ſleep ic 
ſelf, that gives relt to the tyred labourer , made me but 
the more reſtleſs , by corcuring my imaginations with 
the moſt extravagant Chymer aes,that could be fancyed. 
Frequent ſolicitations 1 made , which were not more 
frequent, than vain. Till at length theſe Gorms were 
over-blown, by one (weet blaſt , from her nfore ſweee 
mouth, which was ſo much the more ſweet , becauſe ir 
aſſured me , not onely that ſhe was convinced of the 
honor and integrity of my pretenſions, bur allo, of thz 
reality of her affc&tions to me. Heavens ! to what an ex- 
tae did thels words raiſe me ? that joy which had < 
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molt tranſported my ſpirits, withoue the ſuperficies of 
my body , cannot be contained within che angult limics 
of expreſſion, My (elf was too narrow to contain my 
ſelf, I could alwoſt have imagined I had beenin a 
dream , bur char ſuch dreams to me were unuſual, 
Exceſs of contentment ſtopped the paſſage of our 
ſpeech, but kiſſes and embraces were the language of 
our hearts, wherein we both (irove to be moſt eloquent, 
and each word or ſentence from either ſtrugling for 
birth, was ſmothered with a kiſs, and became abortive, 
Mutual promiſes and engagements were made each to 
other. Nothing we wanted co the conſummation of 
eur joys, butthe joyning of us in Marriage, who were 
inſeparably linked in affeARion ; bur, alas, this joy was 
roo great to laſt long, the fates had otherwiſe. decreed ; 
and who can divert its ſtream, or break the Iron Chains 
of neceſſity ? for thus it happened. Some twodays be- 
fore the day appointed, wherein a happy Hymen ſhould 
Crown our deſires with tucceſs , and our love and de- 
lights wich honor , the Kings birth-day was to be cele- 
braced , with the greate(i (olemnity imaginable , ſuch 
as befitted the dignity of che Prince , and the love of 
the Subjets, All the Gallants of che City did reſorr 
to the Court at that rime,to be both Actors and SpeRta- 
tors , who appeared like ſo many radiant Stars in that 
Sphere, receiving from , and adding luftretoir. And 
to avoid ſingularity, I alſo went to wait upon Florinda, 
not imagining the Kings birth-day ſhould be the death 
of all my joy and happineſs, Nothing but Tiltings and 
Turnaments, Maskings and Dancinge, Muſick, and all 
delights chat the heart of men could either defire or 
deviſe, the Court did abound in ; ſo that it ſeemed an 
earthly Paradiſe, And that which added the greateft 
lory rothe day, was the dazling train of beauries thar 
did attend upon the Queen , whoſe glory made every 
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Eye greedy to gaze upon them, amongſt whom was 
Flormda , who appeared like Diane among(t her 
Nymphs. Never did Eye vowed to Cprds ſervice be- 
held a more lovely face. A Tirſell yeil did ſhrowd 
her locks , and tirove to cover what it could not hide. 
Her ſparkling Eyes darted flames of love into each be- 
holders hearc , and ſeemed to be like rwo Cryſtall 
thrones,where Cxpid fate triumphant ; neither was the 
King himſelf able to with(tand theſe beautiful aſſaults, 
bur of a King became her SubjeR ; and though the 
Queen had beauty enough to have quenche any ſuch 
ditloyal Aames, yet when the King compared her with 
Blorinda, the ſeemed but for a foyl of Florida's beau- 
ty. Great enquiry he made after her, who and what 
ſhe was; and theugh every one was able co ſatisfe him 
in that, yer none was able to give contentment bur 


. Florinda,whom the next day he ſent for to the Court, by 


a Gentleman of tis own Bed-chamber. Accordingly 
ſhe wen, lictle thinking her loyalty co her Prince ſhould 
contradict her fidelity co her Lover. All ſhe feared was, 
leſt this unexpected accident might cauſe me to ſuſpeR 
her conſtancy, But Kings as they cannot brook Com- 
peticots in zule and power , ſo neither will they admic 
of Rivals in affeftion, So it was with King «Acaftxo, 
who hearing not onely how we affe&ted each other, 
bur alſo how deeply we were contracted, it did at firſt 
ſtartle him , and cauſe his love to degenerate into jea- 
louke. Bur remembring che ſword he bare was ſharp 
enough to cut in ſunder ſuch Gordian Knots, and 
thereby able ro make himſelf ſole Monarch of her , 
who ruled over ſo many hearts , he ſentenced me co 
baniſhment , the berrer to ſecure her to his poſſeſſion, 
who already poſſeſſed his heart. But all che while 
this tempeſt was gathering over my head, did I remain 
Ignorant , till an Officer from the King, came ts ac- 
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_ quaint me wich his Majeities command , how that up- 
on pain of death I muit not be ſeen within any part of 
his dominions after ten days. He had no ſooner deli- 
vered nz meſſage , burif as the transforming iofluence 
which was in Meduſae's head to metamorphiſe all be- 
bolders into ſtone, had been in him; So did I remain 
more like a liyely ftatue,than a living man. At length re- 
covering my ſelf, I cold him chat I would obey the Kings 
command, but I knew noe the reaſon of that ſentence; 
He anſwered, neicher did he, burthe Kings wilt, I was 
no ſooner parted from him , bur with all ſpeed poſlible; 
I went to Elewtheriw houſe , thinking to acquaint Flo» 
ri=da wich the Kings Decree , and the hope of having 
her partaker wich me in my exile , did for a while ap- 
pea'e the raging pains of ſorrow; but when I came and 
tound all my hopes blafted in cheir bloſſoms, with che 
fatal tidings of Florinda's invication tothe Court, to 
what degree of ſorrow was I tranſported ? my baniih- 
ment from my Country , was worſe than death ; but 
to be exil'd from her, was worſe than ten thouſand 
deaths. © However, before my deparcure, I reſolved to 
take my laſt farewell of her ; and to that end, with a 
heart ſwollen withgrief, 1 went to the Court, bur 
when I came there , ſooner might any one have com- 
micr=d a rape upon Daree, when ſhe was incloſed 
within the Brazen Tower, {o that Jupiter was fain ina 
Golden ſhower to deſcend into her lap,than have ſpoke 
with Florinda, impriſoned in the Kings arms. Onety 
chus far Fortune ſmiled upon me, that as I was paſſing 
by, thinking to have bid adieu to thoſe Walls, more 
happy than my ſelf ; Florinds chanced to eſpy m2 
thorough the window,ſhe o7ene ic,and flung down this 
Bracelec,as the laſt pledge of her nev2r-dying affeRior, 
When [ ſaw her , how did [ at once bleſs and curſe my 
happy unhappy fortune ! happy to (ee her , but unhap* 
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py to ſee her in that ſorrowfa/ condicion, more unhappy 
to think, chat I mult never ſee her more ; on che other 
ſide, the thoughts of our ſeparacion did as much per- 
plex her: The fear left her Keepers who were pre- 
ſenc in the room ſhould diſcover this paſſage, did for 4 
while impriſon her ſorrows within her Brealt, but ac 
lengrh being not able co conceal it atiy longer, it brake 
forch at the windows of her eyes,and dittilled in a Peary 
ſhower (more preciows than that Golden one, in which 
Fove was transformed) upon her Lily cheeks. 

Thus for a while, not being able to parr, we carried, 
but then not being able ro rarty, we parted, The Braces 
letdl took up, arid with a thouſand kiſſes tyed ir abour 
my arm , and with it home I wenie, where I cook what 
I chought convenient, and departed; and riding along, 
hapning upon this place , where you find me, I entred 
incoic, and ſeeing it agreeable co my condii>n, and 
w'th a mournfal Glence to ſympathize with me, here 1 
reſolved to ſpend the refidue of my days, 

And thus you have my fiory , wherein ſee rio other 
crime I have commicted , either to me:ic the Kings 
heavy ſentence, or your cenſure , than this ardent at- 
fetion, which may ſezm to reliſh of roo much levicy; 
bur char may eaſily be connived at by the, who ate ac- 
quainced with the extremities wherewich rhey are eran(- 
ported, who are touched with theſe paſſions that ani- 
mate my ſorrows. 'Cleodoya having all this whtle 
heard his relation with as much compaſſhon as atren- 
tion, and remembring her words , wherein ſhe promi- 
ſed co aſſiſt him what ſhe could , having/ acquainced 
him who ſhe was, counſelled him to accept of an Ioyt- 
tation to her Farchers Palace , there eo remzin cill For« 
cunz ſhould ſmile upon him , or ele to bertake himſelf 
to feats of Arms, and thereby recover bothyhis Hgg 
* Dorand his Leve. Periander having ng = tim 
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to poyſe her words, yet ſeeing ſuch weighty arguments 
as Love and Honor attheend, it could not ur hok 
deep into him, and (way his judgment to the latter, to 
which he geſolved,and acquainting her with his reſoluti- 

on they parted,(he co her home,and he to his forcunes, 
By this time Sos reiplendent Rays had exhaled che 
Cryltall drops of dew, that hang like 1iquid Pearls on 
the Graſs tops, and ratified them into an Aereal ſub- 
lance, when as Cleodora arriving at the Palace, retired 
her ſelf to her Chamber , where we leave her to her 
ſweet concemplations , and return to Periander to ac- 
quaint you with his Adventures, who had not-travelled 
fac , muſing upon his palt happy condicion , and pre- 
ſent misſortune, but his theughts were interrupted with 
a {udden voyce, which was not more ſudden than a- 
ſ>niſhing, and the more aftonithivg , becauſe uttered 
1a ſuch a manner, and that in theſe words, Oh ! bar- 
barous Villaines, can ſuch Treachery, and Cowardize, 
and C:uelry hatbor in the hearts of any , bur thoſe that 
have renounced humanity ? Periaxder heating this,puts 
Spurs to his Horſe, and as if he had rode upon winged 
Pegaſus, he in an in\iant came tothe place, where he 
beheld at once a ſpectacle of pity and revenge,a young 
Knight beſer with four armed men, threatning him with 
the cruelleſt of death, both in words and looks.

bim, (aid Periander, who is haſtening to dye with you, 
ſince it is worſe than Death to Live, while you are 
dead : No ſaid he, I am haſtening to live with you, 
fuce it is the, worſt of deathsro dye while you are a- 
live, Burt Athalmw who had bardly ſo much life in * 
him as to perceive he had life, and yet ſo muchas to 
diſcern that he was incloſed within a dark place, 
which had oply ſo mach lightinir, as to ler chem ſee 
they were in darkneſs, (for ſorbe Hermic had made 
it, ts keepout the intruding air, leſt ic ſhould - 
trate Atha/ms his wounds, and cauſe note and 
finding that ic was not inroll'd in the Records of his 
memory, how he came there, he more and more grew 
to a perſwaſion that the former conceipe, that he was 
alive, was but a deceir, that he and Periander wert 
bur Ghoſts, and cemembring how that 'wich his life 
he bad loſt Aſari/de, more precious to him than cen 
thouſand lives , he b:gzn to faint agaio, as though - 

Wwou 
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would dye to avoid Death, ard ht ſencer ſenſible 


of inſen/ibulity, grew weary of being ſenſible, and as con» 


demned, themſelves fled as voluntary exiles from, 
rheic proper habication.- Dur che Hgrmir coptinuing, 


his charitable office, recoyered him from the confines 


of Death. Bur yer ſo firongly was he configmed in, ; 
that apprehenſion, that he imagined che Cave either, 
his Tomb, ar elſe a dark entr>nce into. that Region of 


darkneſs, the Hermit to bz Charon, aud the River to 
be the Stygian lake ; the Gloomineſs . af che firlt,. the 
Gravity of the ſecond, and the whiſpering Con(pira- 
cies of the laſt, ſeeming to combine together to des 
ceive him. h 

' And as the Fancy is not only capable to receive 
and apprehend choſe ſpecies, which the external Sen- 
ſes, as 1cs Organs,. convey into it from. external Ob. 
JeRs, bat alſo to create Phantaſmes within it ſelf, 
which never had abeing in Natnre, ſo did Athalws hi 
fancy repreſent to his eyes Legions of Ghoſts, doomed 
to their eternal habitations, 

Bur though his choughts were thus filled wich 
ſhadows, yer were they not able to crowd Matilda 
thence, but remembring how that ip loſing his life be 
loſt her, and in lofins her, he loſt the life of his life, 
and which only made Life precious, and Death mj- 
ſerable ; he fell roa paſſionate lamenting his conditt, 
On, till he was convinced by Periaxders perſualions, 
and a more liberal acceſs of light. And then the very 


Joy of his ſudden redemption from that Hell that tar» | 


ured his mind, was ſuch a reſtorative, that it was 
not lopg ere by the Hermics aſſilance, he had regaio- 
eda great degree of (trength, ſo that looking abour 
him, and obſerving the Hermits lictle ſolitary dwel- 
ling, he eſpied the Youth that attended upon him, ang

notice 
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notice of his Starry Eyes , and beauteous promiſing 
countenance , he demanded of the Hermic , who he 
was ; whoto ſatisfie his curiofity, and to paſs away the 
time , which otherwiſe through the Melancholy lone- 
lineſs of the place might ſeem tedious , he told thera 
this ſtory , - | 

This youth (ſaid he) is Px»d:ov, Son to Ag King of 
Theſſaly, a Prince of ſuch a melancholy con(titution, 
both of bogy and mind , as chat it was rare for the moſt

; fearis the mother of ſuperſtition , as is apparent in him 
' whonever thinks himſelf ſecure , if the leaſt more of

danger flotes in the air of his imagination ; or while 
that fear , which his thonghcs , ever muſing upon af- 
frightful matrers, doth repreſent unco him , hath che 
leaſt poſſibility of event. And therefore ever ſuſpeR- 
ing all men of evil, becauſe he had not the leaſt ray of 
goodneſs in himſelf, to enable him to diſcern it in 
others. And this timorouſneſs begat ſuch ſupertiition,

' fulneſs rendered him not only odious , but deſpicable 


to his people , which he daily more and more percei- 
ving, lighting the former,reſolved to countertine the 
latter, it not by honor, yet by terror ; and fince they 
would not love him, they ſhould fear him , and their 
dread of him ſhould councerpoiſe their hatted, Inche

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in the other , as in nothing elſe , cruly Royal ; there 
being nothing more averſe to a gen-rous and noble ſpi- 
ric,eſpecially if refined by honor and adyancemenr,than 
co be (lighted; and this he abſolutely derermined tg 
free bimſelf from, by puniſhing all in whom chere was 


the appearance of a crime , and where there was none, |

upon chat people , which Hrarbas King of Caonia , his |

continued enemy to eFgis having intelligence of, and | 
by means of his Spies , diving into the cemper and 
ſpirits of that people, who though they were lovers of | 
loyalty and fidelity , yer baters of youny , and were 
not able to brook ſuch a ſervil ſubjeRion, reſolved | 
now to improve his opportunity , and at once both to | 
free himſelf of jealouhes and fears , and ſubyert che 
whole _— of Theſſaly , by diverting the ſtream | 
of the affeQtions of the people, from the King, and of | 
the King from the people, and converting it into ano- | 


the working of his deſigns : And cothat end, he had 
thoſe in Agis Court, who by nothing berrer, chan ac-

variety and contratiety of paſſions domineer'd within 
them , when they ſaw, and in ſeeing knew each other, 
Hard it 1s to ſay, whether joy or admiration had prece- 
dency in Hiarbas, whillt grief, fear and ſhame concen- 
ded for priority in eAgs ; This is certain, if any paſhon 
did exceed another, when they all exceeded the bounds 
of moderation , it was joy in Hiarbas , to think that 
in him he ſaw the Exit, and conclufon of all bis 
troubles, and grief in Ag tothink chat this was bur 
the entrance and exordinms of his, and that now he did 
bur encer vpon the Stage ro At his Tragedial part , in 
compariſon of which , all his fo:mer Reign had been 
only Comical. And indeed no wonder, if he who in 
the clearelt Sun-ſhine of proſpericy , when there was 
not the lea(t ſhadow of a Cloud that might portend any 
danger , but onely the vapours in his own head, or any 
enemies to oppale, but the inhabicants of his own brair, 
could not ſtop the mouth of fear; I ſay, no wonder 
then, if now when a black prodigious Cloud was im- 
pendent over his head, ready topour down, and with 2 
deluge ſwallow up all, chat fear ſhould fill his imazin2» 
tion with millions of perplexicies, 

Bur as fear is a greater evil, than the evil it fears, (© 
it was wich him, for Hiarbar who ſought not after the 
King but the Kingdom, nor the Soveraign but thz So» 
veraignty , above the hopes and expeQations of Ag:s, 
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rained him rather as a gaeſt , than a Priſoner, but yer 
not altogether forgetting his temper , he ſometimes

@rbas. In hae, they could agree upon no certain thing, 
but jrs certain they could agree upon nothing. This 
mad mixture 'of corjcents brought it ar length to a dan- 
re ous rumulr, which had been more dangerous, had 
they-not been-ſ9 divided into partes , as none knew 


whom to oppoſe themſelves againſt, which yet riots | 


withſtanding prevented not ſuch a brit, as had encrea-

fed to a war, had: not all theſe -compolitions of diffe- | 


gences been compoſed by the ſudden coming of Hiar- 
tar, who what by the teirof of a poretit Army,which he

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eo all their diſcords, and cauſed them all ro Centerin an 
unanimous ſubmiſſion to bis power , ſo thac within 
ſpme few days , he had the'Crown ſer upon his head, 
by A257 himſelf, in the chief City of the Realm,whoar 
for that day, he brought forth , and co the admiration 
of all the people declared unto them , by whit happy 
Fortune he thus unhappily fell into his hands. But! 
Axis not being able to ſurvive the loſs of his Kingdom, : 
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and having his hearc broken wich extremity of grief, he 
in a ihort time exchanged his Throne for a Grave , bis 
Purple Robe, the Enign of Royal power and Majeſty, 
for a Winding ſheer, his Conttiers, . for the*'Wormeg, 
and infernall ſhades : And thus as Fortune pur 
an” end to his happineſs ſo Death tb "his mi- 
ſery.” e rs 
But Hiarb+s though thus cafried aloft upon the wings 
of a proſpervns Fortune, yethhe ſoared not ſo high, bur 
that he was able to look dowh 4nd ſees upon 'what a 
fottering 'Baſis his Government was founded ; for 
though tor thepreſent the people were caken with ir, as 
indeed what novelty is not pleaſing tothe palace of the 
vulgar? yet in a ſhort rime its Raleneſs would cauſe 
them to diſreliſh ic, eſpecally if imbitrered with the 
leaſt grain of tyranny and inſolence, which no Govern= 
ment can avoid that is acquired by force and violenee, 
And as a Tower, whoſe parts may be ſound an4irong, 
yet, if held cogether only by force, is nothing bur a ru-

whar is there that can deſervedly meric the title of de- 
ſert, thar is not moſt exanſcendently in her ? yer rukg 
leſt in time, her matchleſs wit and beauty mighc marc 
her , to ſome perſon of great eminency , who in mar- 
rying with her, would eſpouſe her incereſt , he hath 
Cloyſtered her in a Nunnery , and made her vow per- 
petual Chaſtity, 

And thus did his Poficicke man improve bis For- 
tunes, whilſt poor Pandion born to a Crown is bred up 
n a ſervile obſcure condition, baving a Foreſt for a 
Kingdom, and wild beaſts for his Subje&s, with whom 
be is daily converſant , exercifing a pretty kind of de- 
Iighcful ryranoy over them, in chaſing ſome, fetcerin 
others, and killing others , as his fancy pleaſes ; an 
one day as he ran {o far in the purſute of a Deer, that he 
knew not which way to return , but wandring to and 
fro, he happened to eſpy me, walking neer the mouth 
of my Caye, and with all ſpzed came running tome. I 
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was no leſs aſtoniſhed at the beauty of che youth, than 
amazed to ſee him in ſuch an unfrequenced place ; for 
during thirty years that IT ſpent in chis ſolitary place, 
| 1 never beheld che face of any here before him, whom

excellzncies and perfetions, 

Bur all this joy and contenemenr d&1d but bzger 
ſorrow and diſconent in Periander, by bringing to 
mind deſpairing thous tits of Florin/a, tiom yhom one 
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ſmile were better to him than all thoſe eye-pleafing de- 
lights, ong accent from her lips, than all che raviſhing 
watblings of thoſe Angelical voyces, that there ſang 
to Lutes and Viols, and other charming Inftruments : 
ſo that his dejected eyes ſeldome afforded any there 
a look, as though they ſcorned to look on any, fince 
Fortune forbad them to look on ' her whom they pre- 
ferred before all : bur the internal eyes of his Soul 
continually gazed upon the pifture of Flerinde, that 
was lively painted in his Fancy by the Pencil of affe- 
Aion.

| But having concluded , he look'd about to ſee if Pe« 
riander perceived his Paſſions, bur as he turned his head 
aſide , he ſaw a Gentleman on horsback , a pretty di- 
ance off , beckning with his hand co come co him, 
They rid up to him, and as they approached neer, he 
met them with chis faluration,Sir(ſ2rd he)pardonm ab- 
rupt incerruption of your pleaſing medications, and im- 
pute this ſeeming rudeneſs , not to my incivilicy, bat 
__ and reſpeR, forlI perceive you are ſtrangers in 
Theſſalia, and as unacquainted with the place, ſo with 
the Laws and Cuſtoms, Aeon puniſhment is allotred 
to Alter Crime , whoſoevet is ſeen to gaze into that 
Bath, chough they cannot transform his Pape , yet he 
ſhall ſpeedily be apprehended by a kennel of bloud- 
hounds, that lye in wait to devour all paſſengers , that 
dare once glance their eye, to pry into theſe forbidden 
ſecrers, 
They gave him humble thanks for his care, and re- 
queſted him , further to inform them of chat Cuſtom,

that of lace, moſt of the Nobilicy, and great numbers 


_ | ofthe Commonalty have adhered to young Pandions 
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Incereſt, Son to Agis, who is now up in Arms; and 
hath ſciſed upon moſt of the principal Cities, Fores, 
and Gartiſons, in the Kingdom, and grown (o firong, 
that Hiarbas perceiving it was not in his power to 
quell ſuch a mighty force, without great hazard of 
his Life and Kingdom, and loath to reter che deciſion 
of ſo great a controverſie, to ſuch an unconſtant un- 
faichful Umpire, as ths Fortune of War, to accord 


all differences hath proffered his only Daughter Am- | 


phigemia to be joyned in marriage with Pandion, and 
no leſs than the whole Kingdom of Caomma as her 
Dowry for the preſent, and to ſucceed him in the 
Kingdom of Theſſalia, after his Death, 

Theſe great propoſals one would think would be 4 
Soveraign remedy to heal all difterentes, the Lady 
Amphigema being in all reſpeAs ſo incomparably ex- 
cellent, that none but would eſteem themſelves gain- 
ers, toexchange a Kingdom for the poſſeſſhon of her ; 
Her eyes containing more ___ Ems, than ever 
yet adorned a Princes Diadem ; her fingers Sceprers 
for the God cf Love, ſuch as all Kingly Scepters 
muſt do homage to, If your eyes ever were bleſt 
with che fght of her, I am ſure you would ſay, that 
none but would refuſe a Crown, to be Crown=d with 
her Love, much leſs would any reje& ſuch a Paragon, 
laden not only with all Meorendy perfeRions, but wich 
Earthly Crowns and Scepters, having one Kingdom 
in preſent poſſeſſion , and another in reverſion, and 


all co purchaſe Pandions conſent to his own happineſs, }

and will not endure to hear of marriage, though upon 
the moſt advantagious and honourable cerms, 2nd with 
the moſt excellent and abſolurely complear perſon 
tie whole world could afford, And her Father 
Hiarbas, taking exceeding Joy and delight in her, ac- 
counting her che only prop and (aff of his age, hath 
oranted her this requeſt, that as ſhe hath vowed, that 
ever ſhe become an Amoritt, and place her affeRi- 
6tis upon any perſon, (he will never joyn ker ſelf in 
manage without her Fachers conſenr, (o neither ſhall 
he injoyn her marriage with any without hers, © And 
fnoreover hatch obcained this, that none ſhall ſo much 
$s make ſure to her, oronce behald her, wichour theig 
mutual coriſent; And who ſhould dare ignorantly or 
otherwiſe to caſt an intruding look into thar Bark 
and Garden whither ſhe frequently reiorrs to ſport 
her ſelf wich her Female companions, forfeic no leſs 
than ehieir eyes ſor their ſawcy preſumprion. And the 
was the reaſon that I beckned to you to come away 
Wich ſpeed, not dating ingage my i-ltro run fo greet 
4 hazard as to goto inform you of your errour, which 
otherwiſe civility would have obliged me to, leſt we 
ſhould all bz eninared, and then my puniſhment had 
been equal, if nor exceeding yours, Of late five cf 
Pandions Knights were tiding over tha: hill, and be- 
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ing exceedingly taken with the gallantry of the place, 
ſtood awhile to gaze,ignorant what would be the event, 
and ic happened chac at che ſame cime King Hiarbas, 
and his Daughter Amphigenia were walking together 
in the Garden, and no {ooner eſpied chem, bur ſenc 
ſeveral Knights after chem, who overtook and appre- 
hended them, and brought them to the King, to whom 
they acknowledged who they were, and humbly cra- 
y:d of him, that fince their chiet crime was ignorance, 
and their 6ght as precious as their lives, they mighc 
dye hike men, by the valiant hands of ſome of. his 
bardy Knights, who durſt encounter them, Some of 
Hiarbas __ being preſent, provoked with ſo bold 
achallenge, begged of the King to permit che combar, 
who afcer much perſuaſions granted it ; but becauſe 
Pandions Knights were then unprovided of all accou- 
erements fit for the duels, and Hiarbas Knights ſcorn»

co their defired privacy, when after ſome diſcourſes 
that paſſed berwixt them, they concluded that the on- 
ly way to accompliſh their ends, was for the one to 
infinuate himſelf into the Kings favour, the other un 
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the Impoſtors, that ſo they might be informed and in- 
form each other of the moſt private determinations of 
them both, and by that means fomenc new diviſions 
in cicher party, and incerrupt any reconcilement be. 
twixt them, and ſo in time deſtroy them both ; and 
then Da»pion engaged, that if ever he attained roche 
Crown, he would raiſe what forces he was able, and 
invade Corinth for the regaining of Florinda, And 
(ſaid Darpion) the fates themſelves could not hays 
deviſed a more fir and happy opportunicy than chi; 
that now preſencs it ſelf, for when the combat is, we 
will Rand ar ſach a diſtance, where unſeen of any, we 
may behold which party bath the adyanrage, and are 
molt probable ro prove viftorious, and which decli« 
nech, and ſaid he, if Hiarbas Knights are much worſted 
then will I come in and defend them, and FI chance 
to prove aviator, do you then immediately come and 

a challenge to me, which I'le accepr, and after a 
few $kirmiſhes berwixt us, you may kill my Horſe, 
and wich ſome ether accidents, that our wits refined 
in the heat of courage, will be then pregnant to in- 
vent, you may difarm me and give me my Life. And 
the ſame part ſhall you a if Pandioms Knights are 
overcome, by which means we may both be accepred 
of, the one by Hiarbes, the other by Pandion, Per. 
ander much approved of his wicty politick adviſe, 
_ willingly embraced what Da»pron had propoun- 


The day being come, whereon Mr was to be the 
bloudy arbicrator between the rwodilcording parties , 
Danpion and Periander having ficly armed chemſelves 
foc theic intended enterprize, rode to the place avgoin« 
ted, where they found the Tents were pirched, and 
ewo Scaffolds erected on either fide the lis, covered 
with crimſon velyer, and Chairs of cloth cf Gold 
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within, the one for Hiarbas, th2 other for P andion, 
+ each bolding a golden Rod in his hand, and attended 
according to agreement, with two hundred armed 
Knights, 

Then came Lord Petron:ics, clothed in a robe of 
Gold, that by conſent of both waz choſen Lord High 
Conſtable for that day , and entred the Liits, before 
whom came (ixty Gentlemen and Squues, bearing two 
Royal ſwords before him, the one ſheathed, as Lieute- 
nant to Hiarbas, (ignifying that the power of his (word 
was inveſted with ſoveraign authority; and che other 
naked, as Paxdtors Lieutenanc , berokening that as he 
was-unjuſtly (tripped from his power by the ſword , ſo 
he would defend his juſt right, naked,from any falſe 
deluding gloſſes, with the ſword. | 
, After them followed two Heralds clothed with the 

Apparel of cheir Office, and carrying ewo Coates of 
Arms , the one belonging to Hiarbas, being his Coat, 
quartered with the Arms of the two Kingdoms of Theſ- 
ſaly and Caonra, and the othet Pandions Arms, quatter« 
ed only with the Arms of Theſſa'ia, . After them ma- 
ny young Pages, in Vermilion Sattin , tichly embroi- 
dered with Gold. 

The Lord Conftable having ſurrounded the Camp, 
and viewed it every where, be cauſed th2 Kings Heralds 
to make this proclamation, in the name of King Hiar- 
bas, thatif Fortune ſhould incline to his adverſe party, 
and his Knights ſhould be conquered , he pronounced 


freedom for any hardy Knight (excepting thoſe appoin- * 


red to guard his perſon) that out of loyalty to their 
King , and to defend his juſt Authority , and ro merit 


honor, would hazard his perſon againſt thz Conque* | 


rors, to encounter chem , at the holding'of the Ki 
golden Rod, and if he overcame , he ſhould be rev 


warded , according to his high merits. The ſame, | 


mu* 
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wutatis mutandis , was alſo proclamed by Pandions 
Herald, | 

Thenentred the Combatants into the Liſts, where » 
afrer the ſounding of che Trumpecs, and other warlike 
noiſes, that were the terrivle preludes to a more ter 
rible and ill-agreeing Mulick, of breaking of Lances, 
claſhing of Armour, neighing of horſes, and reſound= 
ing of blows that preſently tollowed, The Hiarbian 
Knights, as ſcorning that their valour ſhould bz = 
by condemned Rebels, who were rather deſperate than 
couragious , gave them ſo fierce a rancounter,as if they 
meant at once to ſwallow them up with an over- flow. 
ing tyde of valour, But this torrent df fury was ſoon 
ſtopped by a more violent Cataratt of rage from the 
Pandionars, who fought for their lives, bur the other 
onely for their honors, ſo that che ſhivered Lances 
flew in pieces, ſome one way, and ſome anorher, as if 
they had flzd co avoid the madneſs of their guiders, 
But the place was ſoon ſupplyed by the mercileſs 
ſwords, wherewith they ſo minced each other, ſteeping 
their fleſh in one anochers blood , as if each had been 
an infernal Cook ſent from Hell, co dreis a Breakfa(t 
for Pluto, So that terror it ſelf grew more terrible, by 
being dreſſed in a terrible gary, The glictering of 
ſwords, the ſhining of gild2d Armor , that art firſt 
made terror ir ſelf delightful, being now totally defiled 
and defaced with blood, duſt, wounds, and trattured 
bones, incloſed with mangled fleſh, and that again de- 
fended wich broken Armor. 

In fine formune had long been dubious and indiffe* 
rene, whom to beltow the victory on, Ul at length 
Zethu and Alcamr the two principal Hiarbian Knights, 
being too confident of their valour, that had rendred 
them criumphant, over (o many victorious Champions, 
too frequently ipgzged chemſelves , in the mid(t of 
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their enemies, and never retreated without ſome no= 
table markes of cheir Antagoniſts reſolute fury, unull at 
la their lives fireamed out with their bloodj; which 
the other three perceiving, as if withthem, _—_— 
loſt their valour and all ſenſe of honor , ſeeing chem- 
ſelves exceeded both in number and reſolution , they 
retyred, endeavoring to ſave their lives , though with 
the irreparable loſs of their henor, King Hiarbas ob- 
\:rving this, waved his golden rod , whereupon came 
ſeveral Knights, ruſhing into the Liſts, contendin 

which ſhould be foremolt 3 but Daxpron watching his 
opportunity came in ſoonett , ſo that by the determi- 
nation of the Lord High Conſtable ; he had the prece- 
d:nce, and the Combat was allotted him, with theſe 
conditions, That he was to fight with them ſucceſſive, 
ly, and not at once, and that if he conquered he 
ſhould not be ingaged toincounter with any more than 


; one freſh Knight, that would undertake to defend 


Pandions interett; Then entering the Liſts, apparell'd 
In 8ky-coloured Armour, where the firmament ſeemed 
to be- cyer-calt with Clouds, excepting in ſome few 
places, where the cenuity of the Air would not ſ@ for- 
cibly re{iſt his rays, and there the Sun was painted to 
peep through, and ſtzal a view ofthe Earth, ſoro the 
life, that the refle&ion of the Sun Beams from that 
Counterfzic Sun delineated in Pandion! Armor , 
made the dazled beholders believe, chey ſaw a Pa- 
Ye/3ua, | 
On the Cloud thers-was engraven this Impreſſa, 
Hope appears. In his ſhield he had a Cancer. His horſe 
was of a coal black, bnr his furniture all of Glver Swans, 
whoſe glirtering made it look like Stars at midnight. 
The Trufmvers being ſounded, Scodixu came forth , bur 
Inſuch a bloudy x olture, and ſo deformed with wounds, 
that Danpron could hardly diltinguſh,- whether he was

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| aman or a monſter , but ere they had exchanged many 


blows, Da»pion perceiving himſelf much co over- 
power him , diſdaining to conquer a conquered man , 
referred the vitory to tis hocte , who enraged with 
ſome blows he received , fell into his Career, and 0- 
ver-turned both Scediau and his horſe, and with his 
hinder food firake the wind out of his body; the 
Chicurgions having conveyed him away into his 
Tent. 

The ſecond, which was Gent:4#4, appeared in the 
Liſts, bur he having lolt his right eye, Danpron had the

meaning, for Darpor gave ſuch a wound overthware

ſtreamed down his throat, that having two mouthes, 
that fluce-lice exonerated themſelves into that narrow 
euller, ſoon (:tished his unſaciable blood-chicliineſs,by 


; putting him in a capacicy neve: to thirſt more, 


Then came Hypenor , who affaulced Darpron with 
ſuch an imperuous ſtorm of rage , as if hz rhought ali 
yalour had centred in him , which preſerved by the um» 
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penerrable ſuperficies of his Steely Armor, would pro» 
re& him from the de{ituctive influence of that traver- 
ling Plan*c , whole terrible (though beautiful) aſpect, 
had firuck ſuch a kind of delightful rerrifying amaze- 
ment into the ſpeRators , and amazing terror into his 
enemys; bur he ſoon ſound that Darprons ſword had 
made large Pores in his Armor , through which he had 
roo frequent recourſe to, and intimacy with his body; 
but the rivers of blood did but augment the ſurging 
Sea of rage , (o that clevared with a tranſforting mag- 
naminity, ae gave ſuch a blow,as cleft Davprons ſhield, 
Armor, Brcealt, and all, and had reacht his heart, had 
not the ſuddenne(ſs of the (iroak made his horſe (tartle 
back. Danpton ſeeking to revenge his injury, conju+ 
ring all his ſprits into his newy arm. r2ſolving to give a 
plenary requiral, lets flye at him, with all his might 
and courage, bur Fypener awarding his blow, it light 
u;zon his horſe , which ſtunned with the Arengeh and 
fury of it, ftumbled and fell upon his rider , fo that 
whereas before, his horſe bore him, he now bears his 
horſe, which Daxpiox perceiving alighted, and in a 
Marital ſcorn Gamped wich his victorious foot upon 
his bruiſed paunch , with ſuch a madneſs, that the 
blood iſſuzd out of Hypernors mouth , bur com; leating 
his viory, he buryed his dagger in bis bowels, 

The fifr and laſt was Macha, but he approving 
himſelf, rather a Forlorn than a Reſerve, ſeeing ſo mary 
puiſſant Champions conquered beforz hin, and rerceiv- 
ing himſelf to faint through want of blood , but more 
through want of valour,he came wich unbend=d brows, 
and atlattering look to Daxpren, extending his arm,in* 
cending "ro deliver up his Weapon, Burt Darpien 
t\inking he had contemned his youth, more enraged 
with thoſe glozing looks, than he could be witch the 
mofi grim threatning and ſtern viſage, the counte» 
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nance of a Hercules could have framgd, give Macheon 
ſo gerce a blow on his head, that down he fell, (ſhaking 
his heels , as if be ſpurned at heaven , becauſe ir al- 
lowed him no more prateRion , or -as if he lirove'to 
ride in the Alc, fince his horſe proved ſach an unfaith- 
fu] ſupporter. 

Scarce had Pandion given the fignal, by ſhaking his 
golden rod, but Periander appeared in the Lifts , bis 
horſe was of a Cheſtnut colour, on his Baſes and Ca- 
pariſon was embroidred two gilded Eagles, which 
|preading.their Wings , with evety motion, made the 
horſe ſeem as if he flew, On his Armour was painted 
a waving Sea, which caſt ſuch a refleRion , as the wa- 
ter doth, when the Sun in the Meridian viewsit. On 
his ſhield, for bis Impreſſa , he had the Fiſh called 
Cantharms, The word was, Living conſtant , though 
lwving in unconflancy, 

They no ſooner ſaw each other, bur chey charged 
with ſuch a diflebled fury, as if at the firſt ſhock chey 
meant no leſs than to ſend each other cothe dark infer- 
nal Regions, when as they meant nothing leis , for if

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Kingdom , which oughtto be of a Lynceous Sagaciry 
and acureneſs in the diſcerning of Counſels and Ceun- 
ſeliors , and be able to peirce not only into che wiſ- 
dom of their advice,bur incegricy of their very thoughcs

In another, was Phaetos, thrown among the 
Clouds, and Titans raging Palfreys, having broke their 
reigns, galloping through the flaming sky, the Chariot 
tumbling, and Heaven and Earth of ablaze, as if the 
Elements had exchanged their places ; the hungry Fire 
forſaking irs lofry dwelling , and comming to feed on 
the eatch, the Clouds diſpoſſelt of their Airy manſion 
by the ſmoak, and the Earth and Water aſcending,only 
refined and minced into lefler Aromes, and 1n the 
midſt of all this Combuſtion Phaeton falls into Pads; 
His fifters bewailing his misfortune , weeping , as if 
thoſe flames had exhaled all their moyſture , or as if 
with the moyſture of their cears they endeavoured to 
quench thoſe flames, are curned into Trees , but ſo re- 
caining their natural forms , as it was difhicvlt to ſay , 
whether the drops fell from dewy boughs, or tears from 
their eyes.

geſted co the King this Counſel, that fince they had 
no reaſons t6 convince any min of Danpient treach- 
ery and difloyaley, bur what was grounded chiefly on 


ſuſpicion ; if his Majeſty would deign to honour cheic | 


advice wich his acceptance; ſhe would inform him a 
way ,i how he might ranſack his very intrals, and 
diſcover all his intentions, and read the very in- 
fide of his heart, The way the ſaid was this, 
that the King would pleaſ: ro counterfeic himſelf 
ſuddenly ſeized upon with a malignant dittemper, and 
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for a time retire himſelf in his Chamber, and admix 
none of his greateſt favourites ro wait upon him, 
nor viſit him, bur only che princeſs his Daughcer, and 
her ſelf, char ſo there might be no grounds of ſulpici. 
on for Darpion ; and in conclufon to feign himſelf 
dead, And then (ſhe ſaid) ſhe queſtioned not buc

leave che diſcuſſion of ir , and proceed in my deſcrip» 
tion, 

Her head was triangular , that being (as Moſchm 
would often ſay) the be(t and moſt commodious ſhape; 
for, ſaid he (for you muſt nore he was book learned) 4

cut off his arm that ic depended only upon a lictle mor. 
ſel of fleſh, that kepr it from falling to the ground, ſo 
that as his tother arm hung without a ſleeve, fo this 
hung like aſleeve without an arm ; bur feeling the 
{mart of the blow, and ſeeing the ſad effet of encoun- 
tring wich a champion, he flings away his Bill, and 
falls down on his knees, jult as the other had made 
a ſhift co ſcramble upon his knees, and asks forgive- 
neſs, laying all the faulc en his brother Shepherd, ſay- 
ing, that he had not come bur for him, and calling him 
logger-head, and all the ruſtical names that his beetle 
brain could invent, tor bringing him into ſuch a pre- 
munire, With that che other fellow inraged, gives 
bim the lye, and a box on the ear, which was retur- 
ned him again tothe full, wich interel(}, ſo that there 
had been a combat between theſe one handed men on 
theirknees, had chey not been parted by Theſtylus : 
who before he would fully pardon them, laid this pe- 
nance upon them, that to procure their remiſſion for 
their uncivil abuſes, they ſhould one of them run to 
Battwſes houſe, to ſee if he was returned yet, and the 
other remain as an hoſtage.

had ſhe eſcaped our 'of the Nunnery, bur a curſed Pi-

And 
then th? thoughts of her afflicted, forſaken, hopeleſs 
condition, the ſad tho 1ghts of her unheard, unpitryed, 
unhelpt dittreſs ; ah ! bur che killing ſoul-vulnerating 
thoughts of her wotul diſhonor, at length quice chan- 
ged her countenance (ſweet countenance , in which 
there ſhined a delicare [oveline(s, a lovely Majeſty, a 
majeitick ſweernels , to the inthralling of adoring 
mins) I (ay quire changed her ſweet countenance to 2 
galHy look, as if thz lovely Roſes of her B-aury would 
not grow in thit Gardzn , where he planted his raves, 
oc as it that white immaculate innocency chat had hi- 
therto dived into the bottom of her hearr, and ch-re 
inthrined ic ſelf, now grown light, did (win in the rop, 
and cover her face with a pallid whicenz(s, as if uc 
CcaNe to kiſs her cheeks , and rake ics la!t farewell; or 
rather to ſupplicate heaven for ſpeedy afſt n-2 
with ſhriller cryes , than any her ſeeble yoice could 
ute2r, 

The all- uling powers, that are ſellom inexor:bleto 
thz hexwea-penerrating ſhcieks of citreſſed innocency, 
had thus far permitted this fAlagitious mechator to pros 
ceed in his accurſed enteroriſe, when jult (oh unjuſt a&, 
bur jult heaven , for ſo merciſul a prevention /) ju, 1

Burt no ſooner did Ther in ber Cz:ulean arms em- 
brace this (weer body, but on a ſuddain , the Sun, as a- 
ſhamed that his beams ſhould be acceflary to ſuch an 
execrable deed , muffled up himſelf in ſable clouds, 
and the sky (as enraged that the mercileſs Sea ſhould 
make prize of thar that heaven onely could lay claim 
unto) multers rogether whole Armies of clouds to be- 
ſiegeit, the Sea to fortifie it ſelf againlt heayens furi- 
ous .afſaulrs, raiſed up cloud-ſcaling mountains, and 
toſſes the Ship as if ir meant to dart it at theskys; with 
that all che airy inhabicants of the middle region ren- 
dezyouz together, and ereft vaſt Towers in thesky, 
from whence hzavens Cannon-ſhot is diſcharged with 
ſuch a roaring noiſe , as if the worlds Axle-tree were 
ſnapt in ſunder, and both che Poles jumbled together ; 
the rowling billows, foaming wich madneſs , <lamber

No ſooner had herwens bluſtring executioners pur 
eh. ir jult doom in execution, bur there grew a truce be- 
t veen the Winds and Seas, the Sun giving his Beams 
a; Hoſtages ſor the heavens, the Sex demoliſhing its 
Lofty rampiers, and both Seas and Skies ſmiling each on 
other, in token the powers above werepacified, Ma*» 
ny ſmall veſſels that were fiſhing, ſome cn the C oalt of 
Peloperneſus, others by Cyprus , and others anonylt the 
e/Lygean Ilands, were cait away in this florm, fore 
w-ackt on the ſhere, others foundred in the Seas, ſome 
over-ſer, and others (lic againſt che Rocks , ſo that 
f:w or none eſcaped, excepting one (mall fiſher Boar,

Wooing, and Glycers Weeping , he flabbering b&: 
Cheeks with his frothy Lips, and ſhe bedewing his wich 
her Pearly Tears , at length he reſolved co conſum- 
mare his joyes with Marriage, and compels her to go 
wich him to Vezw-Temple,to (acrifize a pair of Turtle - 
Doves, thereby to procure che Goddeſſes Benediction, 
Bur all the way as (he went, ſuch a Mart of Beauties 
met in her ſyweer Countenance , as purchaſed her as 
many Admirers, as Bebolders, and Beholders , as Per- 
ſons; her Eyes invicing all eyes to behold, and her 
ſuper-eminent Excellencies, alluring all Beholders co 
adore her ; ſo thar few there were , whoſe Sex rendred 
them noc incapable to enjoy her PerfeRions, but would 
have even pawned their ſouls to have bought fo rich a 
Treaſury of Beauries. . 

Her beautious Face, wherein ſhined the Perfetion 
of all Perfe&ions, was a vihble heart-melcing Mulick ; 
which, as if compoſed of Charmes , entranc'c Spea- 
rors, and (truck Harmonious Raptures into adoring 
mindes, T hus were the Eyes, and Mearts,and Tongues 
of all led Captive by her Beauty, and forced to pay the 
Tribute of looking, loving, and commending , tothe 
ſoveraignty of her Excellencies, 

At length Superſtition wedded co Admiration ,be- 
gat 2 conceic in their mindes, that ſure ſhe was more 
than what her external form ſpake her to be ; for there 
ſeemed a greater mixture of Divine Exellencics.in acc 
Beauty, on ever frail Mortality could boaſt of ; and 
her cranſcendent Glories ſeemed to run Parallel wich 
thoſe that have bribed Superftitious ſouls to ac rib: Di- 
vinity to Fen; ſothatinthe end, chzy though: oo 
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higheſt degree of Sacrilege , for any Morcal whatſo- 
ever, to monop»lize thoſe Treaſured in the pure vivid 
Temple of her Beaucy, which are only/conleciated ro 
the Gods ; but much more for ſuch a deformed eAadv- 
ms as L:con, to enjoy (o fair a Ven, 

Among|t the many Caprives , that were enthralled 
by Glyceras Beauty, whoſe hearts were drawn by ics 
magnetick force, ir ſeems, this Knight was one; who 
(as 1 cold you) is the relater of of theſe ſad rydings, 
whoſe fortune it was to eſpie her, as ſhe paſſed along 
to the Temple : Bur no ſooner were his eyes fixed, on 
her, bur ſhe, as a burning Mi:our, wherein all che rayes 
of Beauty centred , inflamed his heart with che pure 
fire of chaſt AﬀeCtion ; and perceiving her Eyes with 
an inundation of Tears ready to overflow their own 
Beauries and with Gilent lamentation to bewail her per- 
ſecured innocency (for though ſhe endeavoured to ſup- 
prels any inſurre&ions of Paſſion, what ſhe could, yer 
Nature would exa&t ſome tears, that wonted Tribuce, 
thar grief extorts in ſuch like Accidents) buc I ſay, ob- 
ſerving that incernal ſorrow ſhe diſcloſed in her Coun- 
renance, which (as he rightly interpreted it) could be 
for nothing, bur that ſhe, ſuch a - miracle of Beauty, 
ſhould be linked in Hymeneal ConjunCtion wich ſuch 
a Monſter of dzturmiry , he ſaid was ſo moyed with 
compaſſion, that he thought he felr the quinteſsence 
of each rear diltil down into his Soul ; and diſdaining 
that ſuch a wonder of Uglineſs, ſnould be his Corrival 
in affetion, who mighe more aptly nave contended in 
Rivalry with ſome of Pluto's fiends for deformicy, he 
drew his Sword, and conpelled hin to reſign her up 
co himſelf, unleſs he prized a moments ſi,;hc. of her , a- 
bove his life, 

No ſoon:r Lac: (rv the naked Neel, bur he flies 
like an Arrow 0.4t of a Bow, not for his (wiftaeſs , buc 
| for 
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for the reſemblance his ſhrimpiſh-ſlimgur body had to 
an Arrow,as each legg had to a Bow; and all the way az 
he goes, he howls,and yells,as if he had been beſer wich 
armed Theeves ; ſo that in a ſhort ſpace , ſuch a con- 
courſe of People ſurrounds the Knight , and his Lady, 
as if ſome wonder had dropped down from Heaven ; 
ſome coming to behold rhe beauty of the Lady , whoſe 
perfe&ions fame , in ſo high a liyle , had proclamed in 
their ears, bur could not obcrude upon their belief ; 
others to ſee what was the reaſon of that Tumule : So 
chat though at fir G /ycera was rhe wonder that drew 
the concourſe, yer at length che concourſe ic ſelf be- 
came the wonder. 

And as is the manner of ſuch Plebeian diſorders,they 
ſeldom end withouc ſome (laughter ; and fo it happened 
here : For ſeeing the Knighr wich his Sword drayn, 
many thought he would have offered violence to the 
Lady ; others hearing Lacon's roaring , thought he had 
mardered him ; others that were no leſs wounded with 
her Beauty, than the Knight that had raviſhed her from 
Lxcon, and thought their Swords migac purchaſe them 
as good a Title to her, as be, reſolyed either ro have 
her, or his life, or both ; ſo that in an inflant there w:s 
nothing to be heard, bur claſhings of Swords , cryes of 
_ men, and all che ſympromes of reigning confu- 
10n. 

The Knight, that for a great ſpace had gallantly de- 
fended himſelf and his Lady , making many of the bo- 
dics of his Oppoſers fall, and do homage co his rage, 
and th2i: ſouls, which,co whar theic bodies had done, 
would not conſent, he ſent to Tartar, there to endure 
an eternal Vaſſalage under P/xto : Bur yer having no 
other Bulwark than his Buckler , co fortifie bimC.If 
againſt the incurſions of hts Enemies, he ar laſt received 
2 Wound, out of which ſuch plenty of Blood —_— 
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| that he was forced to ſurrender up himſelf, and his La- 


dy to the mercy of his Opponents , and by thac means, 
he eſcaped from amongſt them, 

But vow the quartel grew as hot amongſt them- 
ſelves, whick ſhould bear away the Prize z every man 
accounting the loſs of his blood a cheap price , to pur- 


| chaſeſorich a Treaſure ; thus there grew no end of 


their diſorders, till at length ſome Officers from the 


| King came, and with the Point of the Sword of Jultice, 


= a full point and Period to the rude (cufflings of this 
abble, 

Bur when enquiry was made after Glycera , no newes 
could be heard of her; for taking her opportunity, when 
her bloody Suters were all pleading their Intereſts, 


'' withche Swords ſharp-peircing Rhetorick, ſhe eſcaped 


away in the Crowd,and fled to a Wood not farr difiant, 
where ſhe ſpent all that night in bewailing her ſorrow- 
ful eftate ; where her Soul would quaff in buge draughts 
of woe, which, as not able to concoct, ſhe would pour 
out again in Tears ; Tears, that fell like melred Stars 
from the Heaven of hzr Beauty, 

Thus did ſhe give up her ſelt co the dominion of an 
unreaſonable Paſſion, which yet her Paſhon perſwaded 
her was reaſonable, Sometimes grief would permir 
her thus to lament her Woes : Oh Me ! of all women 
Cdifireſt / Muſt 1 be ſhe in whom miſeries combine to- 
gether, to make miſerable ? Mult all things have their 
{tint, but my griefs alone be boundleſs? The Sea hath 
its ſhore, the Winds their limics, the Earth its centre, 
and this ſpacious Globe of Heaven and Earthirs cir- 
cumference ; but Ah ! No ſhore, no limics, no centre, 
no circumference to my ſorrows : No ſhore tothe Seas 


| of my Tears, no limics to rhe Wind of my fighs, no 
' centre to my deep-rooted griefs, nor no circumference 


tothe infinity of my miſeries : Bur I am become For- 
= Y tunes 
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tunes Ware-houſe, where ſhe hoords up her ſtore of 
ſorrowes ; Hells Bute, whers my Innocency is che 
Whire, at which chey ſhoot their invenomed Arrowes, 
Wiayed wich Malice, and Piled wich Deltruſtion; and 
Heavens Tennis ball, when if with che vehemency of 
the blow, my Soul chance co bound upwards cowards 
a Heaven of hope (for grief is ever at the loweſt, when 
ic is at the higheſt ; an 1 extremircy of miſery, 1s ever 
the dawning of mercy;) 1 Cay , if irchanceto bound, 
ſome diſmal Accident takes me at the re-bound , and 
rofles me into a Hell of calamicies : Come then Death, 
come quickly, bend thy Bow, and ſend thy ſharp-piled 
Arrowes into this Pile of Duit, that entombs my Soal. 

But chen her Breaſts would be brim-full wich a raging 
pang, which would ſtruggle for birth ; bur 1n (triving to 
vent all, it could vent nothing , but only (top the paſ- 
ſage of her ſpeech; till ar tength ber breath would bz 
delivered of a Groan, which capring thorow the Bowes 
and Leaves, would b: re-bounded co her Ears by Eccho; 

which G!zcera hearing , the better to paſs away thz 
mournful hours of the night, began chus co entertain 
a Dialogue with her; which becauſe the Knight thoughe 

worthy therelation to Pandinn , as well as I can re 

member, I ſhall relate to you, 

Whois that (ſaid Glycers) derides my miſery ?T, 
faid Eccho, Whois that I? Isic Eccho 2? Its Eccho, 
Whar doſt thou mock at woe? No. No ſure, thy 
own woes might make thee piry mine. Piry mine, 
Thy eriets indeed would extort picy from the flintieſt 
heare, but oh / What grief's like mine? Mine. Tis 
erue, thine mighr extract the tribure of a bleeding-eye. 
I. But ſure my ſorrows need pity toy, Need pity too, 
Tell me then Eccho, muſt theic griefs (till per eyer ? 
Ever, Ever > That's a ſad doom; what , mult my mii24 
nes alyayzs proczed? Seed, What , no {o2ncr ripe, 
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and blown, bur Seed again ? Gain. Gain indeed,to ex- 
change a few joy2s, for a million of ſorrows ; but yer, 
O chat Heaven would releaſe me of my Bargain, Bare 
gain, - Bare gain certainly, to ſell my Soul for ſighs 
and Tears ; bur oh , when ſhall I find releaſe? Leaſe, 
What , notcill my lifes Leaſe is our ? But when that's 
done, whither ſhall Ithen fly > High, What, to chez 
Elizium of eternal bliſs? Yes, When once artived 
there, what ſhall my Soul enjoy? Joy. Whar joyes 
are thoſe that inhabic the Heaven Empyreal ? Real, 
Mean time will not Heaven hear my cry? Cry. That 
I have ofc done , but yet had no reply, Ply. What if 
I ſhould Ply it (till, what Medicine will Heaven apply 
tomy Diſeaſe ? Exſz, What ifT ſhall forbear vocal or 
mental Prayer? Erre, Why, will not Heaven hear 
the ſhcill moans of diſtre't Innocznce 2 No ſenſe, 
Why. are there any cryes more ſhrill ? Ill, Mt cryes 
aloud for vengeance ; but oh, che ſwzer perfumes 
that aſcend from the chat Innocent, No ſent, What 
can ſuch ſweer exhalations yeeld no ſert 2 No ſent, 
Why is it that ſuch a redolent Balm as Innocencye, 
which aſcends to Heaven, as a perpetual Sacrifice, 
ſnould yeeld without Prayer no ſent ? Without Prayzr 
nocent, When th2 nocent prayes , what return doth 
Heaven make to his deſire ? Ire, What Anſwer will 
Heaven return, if the Innocent priy 2 Ray, A Ray 
of Lev2, or Light, orbot1? Boch, Which of the 
Powers ſublime can affe& a Morral ? All. When 
2 beam of Love ſhines from Heaven into a Mortal,what 
part doth it comfort ? Fort. The Fort or Life, where 
the ſoul chiefly retires ; which is thit part? Heart, 
How long will ſuch Divine conſolations flay > Ay, 
For ay will they :hide ? Bide, Oh Heavenly newes ! 
Bur, Echo , how com'ſt thou to be of Heayens Privy- 
Counſel ? Did e're fly ſo niga the Gods , as to read

the Records of Defliny ? Nigh. Thou art morral as 
well as 1, art thou not? Not. Art thou not born be- 
low, among the Trees, and Dens,and Caves,te-ſound- 
ing when we hollow? Low, Burt prethee Echo, 
cell me, what made thee pine for coy Narciſſus love ? 
Love. And what became of thy ſweet body ? O dy, 
Where wen: thy ſoul , when thou grieving law'tt thy 
Narciſſus tears ſo many ſhed? Vaniſhed, What 
inchanted Charms were in his beauteous Face, to effect 
ſo firange a transformation ? Ah, ſhone. And could 
his (hinting. beauty chee ſo ſoon annihilate? Late, 
W hat didit thou do, when thou ſaweſt him Metamor- 
hoſed intoa Flowe: ? Lowrz, And what, when thou 
heardft hi; laſt groan? Groan. And what did the 
Woods do, when he pin'd with the fight of his own 
beauty in the Spring? Ring, And what haſt thou 
done, ever fince Heaven did tranſmute thy ſhape ? 
Ape. Since then thou art nothing bur a Mortals Ape, 
how knowelt thou Heavens Decrees ſo well > Well, 
How canſt chou pry into their Deſignes, who all earth- 
born Morcals in wiſdom ſo ſurmount>? Mount. And 
will the Gods above none from their Counſels ex- 
clude ? Lewd. Art thou not lewd, that for fond Nar- 
erſſu's love doſt moan inceflantly? Lye. Sure ſuch 
unchatt affection is not holy, Oly. But 1 have vows 
ed to live for ever chaſt. Haſte > And doth not ſuch 
a vow oblige to chaſtity ? Tye, tye. - Well, (nce ir 
tyes me ſo,1'll hence be gone. Be gons. And rhrough 
Heavens affiltance pe:form what I kave vowed to do. 
Do. 

Thus did poor G!>cera ſtrive to divert the thoughts 
of her miſery , ſomtimes by diſcourſing with Echo, 
ſomtimes her,oaning to her ſelf her own hard fortune, , 
ſomtimes praying to Heaven for rel1:f, ſomtijmes wiſh- 
ing for Death, and if ſhe chance? ro hear a _whiſh rng 
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wind, flutter among the Leaves, ber ſorrow would per- 
ſwade her fancy to conceitit to be ſome Meſſenger of 
Heaven or Death, to bring her che tidings of a reprival, 
or removal from hzr Rate of woe; andif a whiſpering 
blait chanced to re-bonnd to her from che Leaves , pre- 
ſ:nrly grief would repreſent co her fancy Deaths Ar- 
rowes finging her Elogies, as they flew to her obvious 
tical, . 

Thus did ſhe ſpend that night , in wayling , weep- 
ing, hghing, ſobbing, grieving, groaning , till Titan's 
fiery Steeds had chaſed away the lefler luminaries, that 
had uſurped his Throne; but yec no Day-break of 
hope dawned upon her with beams of comfort, but in 
that woful deſpairing condition, did ſhe run through 
invious Woods, rocky Deſarts , and hollow Caves, 
where night kept houſe, wich mournful ſolitarineſs, and 
over hills and mountains inhabiced only by the Clouds, 

until at length ſhe came into a pleaſant Vale, incircled 
wich a murmu:ing River , which ſeemed with (lent 
mutterings to repine at her ſorrows ; and cyer-ſpread 
with a gloomy ſhade, by reaſon of hanging Rocks, that 
defended ic from the Suns invaſion, ſeemed, as it were, 
dieſiedia funcral-attire ro mourn for Glycera's ſor- 
TOS, 

G!ycera obſerving this Vale to be a fir place , where 
ſhe might bid her Adieu to the world, and all ſubluna- 
ry contentmente, reſolved there to (it her down, and 
dye : Forof four dayes and nights , that (he had wan- 
dred through thoſe Deſarrs, had ſhe nor received the 
leaſt luſtenance ; and therefore her fainting ſpirits, too 
weak Chains to falten her Soul to her Body, were ofc 
ready tn let looſe their Priſoner, 

By this River ſhe ſat down, and prayed to Heaven, 
to let looſe che bands of Life, and nor co recard (w- 
pac'd Death any longer, but to conſort her among 

\- 
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the ſhades, thar wander in the Elzinm Plains : And 
further begg'd, That when Death: ſhould crumble her 
y to Atomes, and reſolye itinto individual Units, 
that then her ſoul might be uniced to the great and 
only Eternal Individual, and dwell among choſe beas 
tified Souls, that float like Atomes in the Sun-ſhine © 
his reſplendent glory, ; 

This having ſaid, ſhe laid her down upon the Briak 
of the mournfully-grumbting River , and cloſed her 
Eyes, thinking never more co behold the loathed 
Light, and hourly expeRted the ſweet Gaol-delivery of 
her ſoul ; bur the Deſtinies that had inter-wovyen , and 
twiſted the Threeds of her life, and miſery, ſo roge- 
ther, as neither could be clipped aſunder , without 
clipping both , reſolved chat che bortom of her life, and 
miſery, ſhould not yet be unwound by the wounds of 
Death ; bur nevertheleſs, 2 liccle to ap; eaſe the cagings 
of an uncontroulable Paſſion, they arrowſed a numid 
Vapour out of its moiſt bed of di:t, and ſent ic to un- 
lock her Porcs, and uſher in a gentle (leep. 

Bur no ſooner had ſleep allayed the ſurges of Paſſion, 
but Mo phers began to form itrange Plantaſms in her |, 
imagination : Somtimes he would erect a high prect- | 
pice in her Fancy , ſo high, as the blended Clobe of |. 
earth and water would look like an Atom, and then | 
cumble her down from chence, into ſome profound |! 
abyſs, peopled wich Adders, Toads, and Snakes , and | 
other venemous vermine ; and rhen ſhe would ſtart || 
and give a ſhriek, that the whole Foreſt would reſound | 
with the Eccho ; bur then the purlings cf the filver 
ſtream would huſh her afleep again; and then the ! 
drowſie Deity would Plant a Foreſt in h*r Frain, where | 
he would digg dens for Lions, Bears , ani! howling | 
Wolves, and build neſts f>r Owls , Bars, and Night- | 
Ravens , and other Bi:ds of darknetle, and th'n the } 
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bowling, roaring , bellowing, ſhrieking , croaking of 
theſe wild inhabicants , would attach her faculties 
with hideous terrors , and impriſon them in amaze» 
fmenc. 

Thus in a confuſed manner ſhe ſpent the greateſt 
part of the nighc, till abour the time when Or:0n be- 
pins to bach himſelf in the Ocean , and the Lamps near 
conſumed , ſhe heard a ruſtling among the leaves 
8nd boughs, which putting her in mind of her dream, 
obtruded on ber fancy a conceic , that it muſt needs be 
ſome wild beaſt, that roving through rhe Foreſt, ſought 
for prey, whe:eat exceedingly alloniſhed, ſhe flyes, as 
if fear and at:azement had added wings to her heels, 
but, ab | to overtake her own lad fate , for as (he was 
paſing by a hollow cave ( hollow-hearted indeed to 

et, though otherwiſe repleac with miſchief) there ſud- 
denly iſſued out a ſavage Ruflin, that ere ſhe was a- 
ware, catcht her about her walte, and not ar all regard- 
| :g her cuful*cries and groans, ſuch as would have mel- 
t:da Rock of Adamant, ſuch as would have infuſed a 
ſ:nſe-ciiirating grief into a Fury, though hardened 
witch quotidian cruzlcy , he flings her upon the ground, 
and draws cut a ſharp Ponya:d , and threatens with 
thac ro peirce her heart, if The ſpeedily ſurrendred not 
h r body (that (weer Temple , where Vertye lay 
inſhrined , and ſforleſs thoughts were the pure oh« 


I:cions off-red on the Altar of a chaſt heart) to the pol- * 


1 cions of his filchy luſt, | 

Glycera perceiving her inability to contend by force, 
by reaſon of her faintneſs , with a voice thar-ſhewed a 
heart fearleſs of death, returned him this reply. "Luſt- 
Ful Villain (ſaid ſhe) doft thou think that the p:ircing 
of a heart, can be a piercing terro:, to a heart already 
peirced with killing ſorrow ? the Antipathies berween 
lite and dzath, are roo much reconciled jn me by th= 
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tetrors of aſſiduous deaths , ever to be terrified with 
thy death-threatning (avageneſs, ſharpen thy Ponyard 
then with the Wheritone of thy Marble-hearted cruel- 
ty, and when thou halt done , ſheath ic in my heart ; 
but then know, thar ic ſhall prove a Pandora's box, fil- 
led with thouſands of miſeries , which ſhall flutter 


| forth our of chat wound, and by heavens vengeance 


plewed to thy ſoul, ſhall at length poſſeſs thee with a 
terror, that will make thee exerciſe a death upon thy 
ſelf, more horrid chan this that hell now prompts thee 
to exerciſe upon me ; and the very (teams that will aſ- 
cend from my reaking blood, ſhall become a thunder, 
which whereſoever skulkr , (hall find thee our, and 
tend thee into more pieces than hell will have Furies co 
tormenc., 

Fooliſh woman (ſaid he) cell not me of heaven, hell 
or Furies , 1 know no other heaven, bur ſariating my 
deſires, no other hell chan ſuch dilatory interrugtions 
of my pleaſure, when excremicy of deſire breeds im- * 
patiency , nor other Fury , than a peſtilent imperious 
woman, ſuch as thou; therefore I cell chee, once more, 
refign up thy ſelf ro my luſt, or, by heavens (if there 
be any) Ile cake thee by ſtorm , as impregnable as thou 
think( chy ſelf, and quench the flames of my luſt in 
thy heart bloud. The fear of death (ſhe replyed) hath 
impreſſion upon none, bur ſuch Villains as thou, whoſe 
ſmutty ſouls horror ſtriking guilt corrodes ; bur as for 
= m__—_ m—_—_ on _ wings of youny out of 
the reach of thoſe.cerrors , therefore if thou wilt or it 
thou durtpbreach my heart, and make thy ſoul drunk 
wich cruelty , thou wilt but make a paſlage for my ſoul 
to fly to thoſe mankons , where happineſs dwells ele 
ſentially, 

Thy verrue ? (ſaid he) flatter not thy ſelf witF thar, 
for I'le plunder thee of that rotally , and oh , thar my 
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Steeletro could reach thy ſoul coo, 1'de nail it to the 
ground , from whence' ic ſhould never fly to fetch re. 
venge; but no matter, when I have poured out my 
Iu(t into the kennel of thy body , I'le waſh away with 
thy blood thoſe pollutions-wiferewich thy ſoul 1n the 
commixcure may have ſtained mine. This ſaid, he 
binds her fair hands with her hair, chat lovely hairgxhat 
had fetrered and bound ſo many hearts, mult now bind 
her own bands, and tears ber garments, and in deſpighr 
of all her ſhcieking, groaning, crying, weeping, he at 
lengrh anloads bis luſt, and not content only to plun- 
der her of her honor, after he had thus demoliſhed the 
Cittadel of her yertue, bur he with his Ponyarddiſ- 


enthrones thoſe powers, that ſhould govern her facul. | 
ries, and ſeals pale death in the majeſickrhrone of her | 


Beauty ; and thus he leaves her like a fair lower nipr 


with che mornings Froſt , banging down her head, as if | 


aſhamed of her declining glory ; her face covered with 
_ paleneſs, as if deaths cold blalt had congealed 
the dew of her tears into a hoary Frolt. 


Bur by chis time the Sun having notice of the Trage- = 


dies acted in his abſence , by Nights permiſſion, had 
ſent the morning as his Scour, to draw the Curtain of 
the night, and deſcry whether any ſuch horrid Vil- 
Janies, as even reſounded thorough the arches of hea- 
ven, were committed under the protetion of the 
Night ; whilſt he came after with an Army of beams to 
defoſe her from her Throne of Jet ; but no ſooner had 
he ſbaken his dewy locks , wet with coying too long 
with Theris in her watery bower , bur he beheld this ra- 
viſhed wounded Lady; and no ſooner beheld than he 
ſent his light to call away a loytring dream that was 
ſent of an Embaſſiz from heaven to Polienw, a great 
Nobleman of Crete , that dwelt in that Foreſt, to in- 
form of this curſed at, and to command him to re- 
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yenge her, When a deep filence hath fixt an intenſe- 
neſs upon the ſouls faculties, then is the fittelt cime for 
divine impreſſions, Though exemption from: ſad fates, 
is not alwaizs entailed upon innocence, yer thac unſcen 
Nemeſis that runs chrough the whole machine of the 
univerſe, ſeldom connives at the wrongs of diſtreſt 
Vertue, 

The bloody wretch had no ſooner ſent his Ponysrd 
as a meſſenger of death to her, but heaven tabbed

divinely informed of this Ladies miſery , awakens out 
of his dream, and ſeemes to have a bloody mitt before 
bis eyes, that repreſencs all things to his ſurprized 
fancy, horrid and tragical ; ſo that in amazement he 
ariſes, (lips on his morning Gown , cakes his ſword in - 
his nand , and haſts he knows not whither, to affiſt he 
knows not what, But the heavenly powers who make 
uſe of earthly inſtrumencs to execute their reaſonable 
decrees , whilſt men only act their own unreaſonable 
paſſions; and range humane diſorders into a divine 
kind of order ; ſo ordered his diſorderly fteps, as that 
in a ſhort moment, he came to a place where h2 heard 
a mournful groan, which uſhered in theſe words, Hea-+ 
vens !. ſeparate my ſporle(s ſoul , from this defiled bo- 
dy , and as my life doth, fo oh! ler the extravagant 
follies of my youth , paſs our together, Oh ! Receive 
me, where vercue ſhall ever be defended from all Vil 
lous invatione, 

Polienua hearing this runs in a deep amazement 
ſome paces farther, till he finds this r oor Lady in a con» 
dition to have confirmed an Actheift , but con'ured 2 

Stoick 
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Scoick by convertiug him 1nto a weeping Heraclitxu, 
For ſhe lay imbalmed in her own blood , her hands en- 


tangled in her hair , and in ber ſhoolder there ſtuck a | 


Ponyard that made a paſſage for ſuch (ireams of bloud, 
as deluged thoſe beaaties that inhabired her skin, Pol; 
enus ſeeing this woful ſpeftacle, ſtnod as if a profound 
ſenſe of her miſery , had (truck him inco an inſenſibi+ 
lity, 

'y length recovering himſelf he runs to her,ſnatches 
out the Steel that lay bathed in a fountain of blood, and 
ſtops up the wand , and feels her pulle, co ſee if life 
had yet forſaken ics fortreſs the heart, where it laſt re- 
tires , and perceiving the living bloud co move in her 
veins , and ſent as an Envoy from the hearr, to ac- 


quaint him, that chough life was ireighely befieged in | 


its Cittadel, with ſquadrons of pangs, yet it had not 
quite ſurrendered to che government of death , he re- 
mu the bloody breach, as well as he could , and runs 
me and ferched men from his Caſtle, that conveyed 
her thither with all ſpeed upon a downy Couch ; where 
he ſent for Chicurgions wich ſpeed to her , who with 
their extraordinary care and skill, in a few days reſtored 
her to her primitive health and beauty. When Polienu 
ſaw that ſhe was recovered , and no pretence of weak- 
ne\s could hinder his enquiry what ſhould be the cauſe 
of her miſery, he ufing ſoineching more freedom of 
diſcourſe than ordinary, requeſted her to acquaint him, 
whether ſome direful chance, arm'd with me:rcileſs and 
wevicable fare , or ſome accurſed hand had endeavour- 
ed to put that untimely date, to her life and happineſs ? 
Glycera conſidering what great engagements he had 
laid upon her, and that ſhe might be juſtly thought un- 
grateful, if ſhe ſhould deny fo poor a requeſt, and 
therefore related ro him the whole Rory of her miſ- 
forcunes ; how ſhe fled from the Nunnery in Theſſa/:s, 
\, to 
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to avoid the tedious Love of Pardion ; and how ſnatch 


| upby a Pirate, who at Sea endeavoured to raviſh her, 
| andthen how in his rage , being diſappointed of his 


deſires , he threw her over-board ; but then how ſhe 
was moſt micaculonſly preſerved by a Dolphin (thar 
faichful friend co mankind in advertities) upon w 

ſhe had rid up and down for the ſpace of ſeveral hours 
without any hope of ſuccour; how (he was relieved by a 
Fiſherman, and by bim brought to Cypr« , bur when 
he had conveyed her hicher , how in all particulars he 
miſuſed her, not permitting her to go aſhore, and then 
to make amends for all his abuſes , how at laſt he ſold 
her co a deformed Swain , that carried her to his cor- 
tage, and how the nextday , as ſhe was going tc be 
Jjoyned with him by Hymens bands in Ven Temple, a 
Knight came and reſcued her from him , but then what 
a tumulc there was raiſed with the ruſticks roaring, and 
how that occalioned a combate, between the Knighe 
and others, that thought co_ have forc'e her from him, 
as he had from Lacon ; how at length he was forc't to | 
refign her up to them , by that means to ſave himſelf ; 
but then how when chey had obcained their prize, they ' 
could not agree among themſelves , but fell upon on2 
another, with as much fury as bzfore they did upon the 
Knight , and how ſhe perceiving an opporcunity for eſ(- 
cape, fled into that Foreſt, where ſhe had wandered 
ſuccourleſs, and hopeleſs of ſuccour for ſeveral days 
and nights, 

But when ſhe came to celate the diſnall Rory of her 
diſhonor (poor Lady) the rears fell from a clond of ſor- 
rows, that over-ſpread the heaven jo her beauty, juſt as 
if chat cranſparent cloud char encirfles heavens hollow 
arches, had been condenſed into x Cryſtal ſhower, and

Pelienua obſerving her paſſionate grief, grew more in- 
quifitiye abouc the cauſe, ſo that with vehement impor- 
tuning he ſcrued thus much from her, in a broken man- 
ner, that a villain would have forced her , and would 
have killed her. As ſoon as Poliens heard this, he 
felc his heart even divided berween the two paſſions of 
pity and revenge , at length ficy augmenting revenge, 
gave that the ſoveraignty over ns will ; ſo chat in a fu- 
ry he kneels down, and implores heaven, that the ven» 
geance due to ſuch an accurſed act might light on him, 
if he permicted chat to the unrevenged ; and with 
that Glycera having given him a Character of him , ag 
well as ſhe could, he cakes his ſword , and mounts his 
Steed , and fo rides out into the Foreſt in purſute of 
this wretch, bur ere he had gone a quarter of a mile, he 
found him dead upon the ground , having broke his 
neck wich the fall from the Rock. When Polienw (aw 
this, he was glad that heavens vengeance had found him 
out , bur ſorry that any one had been the executioner 
beſides himſelf, bur however he goes home to his 
Caſtle, and commands his men to fetch the body , and 
give itto his dogs, 

Juſtice thus being done upon him, G/ycera began a 
little to allay che pangs of ſorrow, that daily had wont 
co (lir up ſome great commotion in her breſt, and to 
entertain ſome ſmall familiaricy wich mi:th , which had 
ſo long been exiled from her , (o that in a ſhore time 
ſhe was reflored to her health, and priliine beauty, 
which thoſe excellencizs before drowned in ſorrow, 
how ſwimming in her countenance, ſufficiently teſtified, 
ſo that Polienus who before beheld her only with com- 
paſſion, now looks upon her with admiration , for ſhe 

ſcemed 
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ſeemed to him not compoſed of the common princi- 
ples, but of ſome heavenly macerials, even refined ro 
an immateriality, fic to captivate an immaterial ſoul, ſo 
that at length he never viewed her , bur he ſaw ſome 
ſweetneſs, ſome grace, ſome delicacy , that gradually 
converted his admuration into affeEtion, and by an im- 
—_—_—_ aſcenſion gave love the ſoveraignty over his 

; and now Gljcera, and none but Glyzera grew 
the obje& of his choughts , the ſubje& of his diſ- 
courſe, and che joy of his heart. Long did Poliexu 
cover bis affetion with the veil of filence, bur love, 
though irs chiefefſt reſidence is in the hearr, yer it will 


| [oft peep forth at the Caſements of the eyes, and like 


the Bee, though irs dwelling is in the Hive of the h-arr, 
| yer it muſt come forth co feed it ſelf with the heavenly 
ſweets imparadized in thoſe flowers that grow in the 
Garden of Beauty ; ſo Po/zenw though he endeavoured 
to conceal his grifs , yet his eyes would diſcloſe what 
his heart incloſed , for if ever he was in her preſence, 
her beauties attrated both his eyes and heart , and the 
| radiant beams that glanc'd from hers would ſeem to 
firike upon his hear (irings, and compole ſuch a ſoft en- 
| trancing melody , as he choughr ke felc his very Soul 
' charmed into a love extake. 
| Peliexwthus obſerving daily how love did degree it 
felf into his hearr, and a crowd of inevitable inconve- 
niences iſſuing thereupon ; chronging into his under- 
ſanding , he frove to ſuppreſs all inſurreions of that 
paſſion that thus endeavoured to depoſe his will , and 
make his'Reaſon do homage to it what he could, For 
| you muſt know, this Polienws was one of prime qualicy, 
' having both a great wit, and a greater fortune , ſo chac 
what the former could ceviſe, the latter could accom- 
' pliſh ; his perſon alſo not being meanly beauriful , yer 
' his beauty confifting iv a mean berween a maſculine 
| come- 
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comelineſs, and a feminine ſweerneſs , and one who as 
he was never a hater, ſo neither ever any great admiter 
of che female ſex, but looked on them as'ptles of well | 
complexioned dult, that like Sodormss Apples with che 
leaſt couch of Times finger would mouldec co nothing, 


or as Natures painted Gallipocs, where you may mece f 


as oft with poiſon as wich a potion ; where be ſaw Ver. 
tue enſhrined in the Temple of Beauty, there he could 
even adore, and counted ſuch as Angels inveſted in re- 
fined fleſh, bur where he ſaw Vertue lye bleeding in a 
Roke cheek, and Lillyed beauty to ſerve only for Cha- 
ſicies winding ſheer, thoſe he connted as Devilg {| 
clothed in an Angels form , and born co tempt men to 


recede from verrue, and ſent to be plagues to the | 4 


minds of men, and preſerved for eternal peſtilence to 
the world. | 
This Polrenw had been beloved by Amoroſia daugh-

rer to Lorie King of Cyprw, a Lady whoſe accom- 
pliſhments might well have challenged a reciprocal af- 


fetion ,* having a delicate wit treaſured in the Ivory 


- Cabinet of a beautiful body , and as ſhe had powerful 
» paſſions inagreat mind, ſo her mind had great power 
over her paſſions,ſo that long ſhe could conceal her love, 
ſealing it under the impreſſion of her memory ; buc 
(you know) love is ſuch a ſtrong paſſion that you may as 
well think to ſqueez down the Sun-beams , and hinder 
their refleAion; as to ſuppreſs the flames of love , but 
in deſpight of all oppoſition , yea the more for oppoſi- 
tion, they will rebound from the heart to the eyes, and 
are legible there to any that are not unacquainted wich 
che Characters of affeions ; and beſides, in women 
that paſſion is ever molt viſible , cheir Ivory faireneſs js 
bur as whice paper where they pourtray the picture of 
theic minds, which their tongues are loth to betray, 
eheic chin sking being as tranſparent Cryſtal , —_ 
whic 
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which the beams of love wil ſhine, & therefore the moſt 
Chaſt in that reſpe& have not the gifc of continence, 
bur chough they may chink co Cloylter up Love as a Re- 
cluſe in the chaſt Nunneries of theic hearrs, yet alas, 
upon the leaſt alluremencs of their beloveds beauty 
they will ſuffer all ſuch vain reſolyes co be raviſhed 
from them,and their eyes and tongues to be wedded to 
a heart-inflaming eye; ſo it was with Amoroſia,in his 
abſence, his praiſes was all the entertainment of her 
diſcourſe, in his preſence, her eyzs muſt move with his, 
as if the beams chat came from his had chained hers, 
and as off as ſhe ſpake , ſhe mult accent her ſentences 
with ſighs, by choſe fumes plainly diſcovering the fre 
in her heart ; which though Polienws obſerved, yet he 
would not be obſcrved co have obſerved ir, but rather 
penned down his obſervations in the leiger of his me- 
mary. 
Bur Ammeſia's affeion that had thus long been im- 
emo in her hearc, would no longer endure reſtraint, 
ur maſt eicher come forth, or break the prior ,. ſo that 
no longer able to endure the unſupporrable tyranny of 
her patſion , ſhe goes to Polienma, and with as much 
eloquence as a mind wracked berween the extremitic $ 
of wo violent paſſions, Love and Fear, and difirat- 
ed with the contrary thoughts of pondering how to 
ſpeak, and whether co ſpeak at all, conld frame, de- 
ciphering-firſt in her ſweer countenance the prologue 
of her diſcourſe, ſhe diſplays che Rorehnuſe of her de- 
fires, and withall craves of him co poize them in che 
ballances of honor , and nor to let this condeſcenhon 
of hers exhale any miſts of uncharitable thoughts , 
thac mighc obſcure her Vercue, 
Polienns obſerving in what cofiſy robes borh her 
ſpeech and cruncznance was apparelled, rhe former 
clad in the refined Go'd of mn even'dazled hie 
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mind with admiration, but in the latter ſuch a Majeſty 
clothed in purple ſat inthroned, as (cemed rather co ' 
dazle than delight , ſo that he could not bur wonder, 
though he could nor love , or rather he wondred why 
he could nor love ; but chough her perſwaſve ſpeeches, 
and ſpeaking looks could not dart affetion into him, 
chey even tranifixt his heart with compaſſhon , 
which procured from him only a ſhort reply, wiſhing 
that heaven would crown him with ſo much happineſs, 
asto raiſe his merics co that height , rhar deſervedly he 
might be ſeated in che throne of her heare, burcill chen 
he craved pardon if he rejeRed her ſute, and begged of 
her, racher co accuſe his fortunzs than him, chat did 
thas incapacicate him to ſatisfie ſo great a debt. as the 
high honor ſhe had done him cid oblige him to, 
But however, ſince he could not retaliate her affeion, 
nor retribute her unparallel'd favours, yet he would 
accept them with a defire to compenſate , when 
his benign Stars ſhould bleſs him with a poſlibi- 
lity. 
With this anſwer ſhe went home, endeavoring to 


»caſt as charitable a gloſs upon it, as expteſſhons of ſo 
; deep a ſable dye would bear; ſoeafeit 18 to circum» 


vent a ſoul that beholds all things through the refracted 
medium of affteAion , which will repreſent things 
freight though in themſelves never ſo obkque, Thus 
ſhe remained for a long time , great with child with 
expectation of ſome not only verbal bur real ceftimo- 
nies of Polzers's affetion , and longed for that time 
that ſhould Midwive ſome ſuch happy produRion. Bur 
Folienws, whoſe heart was not confederate wich his 


| rongue, meant her no ſuch felicity , as appeared by 


thoſe exquiſite methods he-uſed to avoid and anſwer her 
Unporcunities. 
Amnroſia vberving no fruir of ber endeavce?, wn 
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her hopes to wane , buc deſpair growitis ro cis 
full, began co wax pale and wan, and pine away j 
and thole beauties chac had hitherro retained cheic 
lutire , though weather-beatrn with the ftormy 
frowns of misfortune, as if they had been immar* 
ceſltble, +now began to fade with his cold replies z 
like a fair flower nipt with the morning Froſt ; thus did 
her love'fzed upon her betury, as if Cupid were turned 
Cannibal , and would devour his mother for want of 
other repaſt, Concealed affzRiort is like a Wolf in 2 
womans Breaſt, if no ocher refetidn be provided , be 
ſure it feeds on that, The ſimilicudes indeed are home- 
ly, but apt and fignificativ- to expreſs the nature of int+ 
priſoned paſſion. 

Loritns her Father obſerving het withered beauty 
on a day, ſirialy charged her c9 cell him what was th: 
worm that bit the root of ſo ſwewr a lower, and withall 
promiſed that the one half of his Kingdom ſhould 
freely be given to purchaſe her content ; with that 
ſhe gave him a fell relation of her unſucceeding at- 
fection, | 

Lwitzs heaing this ,, ſends with ſpeed for Polienur, 
and ſmocthing che rough furrows of his couritenance 
(bing a little moved , when he fictt heard how his 
Daughcet was rejeRted)) he endeayors with ſoft and 
mild perſwahons to allure his conſeny to his own felici- 
ty; bur when he ſawall cobein vain , he conjures him 
by all che certifying words, an enraged mind could ins 
dice, and Majeſty utter, to give bim his fhnal anſwer, 
which was only this, .thac Nature hid engaged him to 
yr a Chalttry, 

heſe words were as fire, put under (1e Canidrort of 

his boyling blood; fo that he ſwears by Jave,char if ever 
he head, that ie firmed againſt effar Oblig icion, in what 
ever remote coragr of th: "X Univerle he lucked, bis 
I 


| 228 PANDION, and 


Revenge, like Lightning , ſhould find him aut , and 
hurl him to deſtruction 2 And believe me (ſaid he) 
Kings ſwords reach fron Pole to Pole , and run paral- 
lel with all Climates. 

Polienws hearing this , fearing he ſhould be entrape 
with the delicate Baits of beauty that Court did a- 
bound in, he ſequeſtred himſelf wholly from their ſo- 
ciety, and buile hima ately Caltle, where now G/y- 
cer found him. 

Bur I have coo much digreſſed with this long rela- 
tion, yet ic is only to ſhew what Squadrons of misfor- 
tunes atcended his affection, ſo thar he dur not har- 
bour a thonghr , that would counſel him co harbour his 
Paſſion, but (trove to drive away his new gueſt , with 
bad entertainment ; but then Love began ſo to play 
the Tyrant, that nothing would ſatisfie him , but the 
conſtant Tribute of ſighs and groans ; neither could 
ſuch windy meat, ſatiace his hungry deſire, but he muſt 
now and + da feed upon the dainties of G/ycera's beau- 
ty ; (othar at laſt, Polieuus was forced to unlock the 
Cabinet of his thoughts , and diſcover what a Jewel 
he there treaſured up ; no other than G/ycera's Picture, 
lively engraven on a tich Tablec, gilded with affeRi- 
on, and incloſed in a Wounded: Hear, 

Glycera beholding Polizzw ſo accompliſhed , and re- 
membring how her body was abuſed, thought if e're ſhe 
conſented to him, it might be a means to obſcure chat 
ſbame, which otherwiſe would obſcure her Honour 
therefore began to embrace his motion. 

Poliexra feeing her thus to Roop to his lure , reſol- 
ved to ſqueeze the quinteſlence of benefit our of this 
opportuniry, and to give ſuch a thruſt to the falling- 
fione of her Faſſhon, that it ſhould never reſt, ill ic 
came tothe Centre of Felicity : So that, to be brief,che 
dy was appointed when Hymen's Bonds ſhould con- 
ſumate thjic joyes, | Thus . 
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Thus long did heaven give intermiſſion to G!ycera's 
ſorrows;bur alas,many ames ther*s a reſerve of miſety, 
chat pucs to flighc all our happineſs ; when we think we 
have routed the main Batcel, and begin to erx& Tro- 
phies of joyes, and to lead Captive all our former ſad 
Accidents, at the Chariot of our triumphing fortune; 
ſoit was with G'ycers , Joy b*gan co triumph in her 
Eyes, and her heart bid Adieu to all diſcontent, and 
the ſudden delight ſhe cook in thoſe rich Excellencies, 
wherewith Nature had endued Polienws, Elevated her 
mind to (o high a pitch of contentment , that ſhe almot 
thought ſome heavenly Apparition had imparadized her 
thoughts in a golden repreſentation of El:z.nm : but 
theſe towring joyes did but lead her to a precipice of 
miſery , that ſo her fall might be the greater for before 
the marriage-day, the King had intelligence of ir, 

The multicude may be well compared to a Foreſt, 
that Ecchoes all things ſpoke or done , to their Kings 
ears, 

Loritw hearing this, reſolved that his revenge ſhould 
be of an <qual Latitude with bis threatning,and though 
Amoroſia upon her knees entreated for his Pardon , yer 
he ſhook her off, and told her, That the heavens rhem- 
ſelves, though more powerſul , yer are not more ut 
and reiolute to execute th:ir Decree; , than he was, 
An4J accordingly , he ſends a Party of Horſe in the 
nighe, who being let into the Caſtle by ſome Loya! 
Perſons, bur treacherous ſervants to Polien, they ſur- 
prized both him and $G!ycera in theis beds, who lictle 
dreamt of ſuch a ſad interception of cheir happmeſs, or 
that their new-coyn'd joyes ſhould thus prove Droſs, 
and not paſs curcenc, 

Thus doth a black ſhadow of miſery attend a Sun- 
thine of proſperity. . Thus doth Hope,as a ProſpeRive- 
plaſs,preſent to our din-ev'd ſouls ſome great loom- 
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in; joy ; but in the end,jic proves nothing bur a vaniſh- 
Ing Cloud, ora Rock to {nip-wfrack our hopes and 
Contents upon, 

Thus many times when we think to be conducted by 
the glimmering glories of this World, through a nighc 
of ſorrows, to tome Hayen,where our deluded thoughts 
perſwade us Bliſs rehdes , they inileed prove but an 
1gnis fatums, that lights us through rhe invious Paths, 
and Mitts of airy deluſions , to a precipice of miſery, 
where they leave us. 

So it was with Polen and Glycera, Hope, the bright 
Harbinger of the dawning day of Comfort , had riten 
upon them, and the Morning had dillilled her Dew up- 

| on their blooming joyes; but ab! The ones was no 
ſoong: riſen,than ſer;and the other no ſooner fallen,than 
frozen , by the cold blaſts of Deſpair, that nipr their 
ſpringing happineſs in the Bud : for that night they 
| were conyeyed to GortJna , 2 Town of great reſort in 
| Cyprus, being the Centre of it, and (tands nzar the Ri- 
yer Lethers, 

The next morning, Polienus was adjudged to bg 
| thrown off a high Rock, but whether or no executed, 
\; the Knight could not reſolve; but G/ycera was con- 
veyed to Kdax his houſe, one who was much favoured 
} efthe King, not for his meric, buc for his flattery , being 
a man of a ſervile leaden ſpiric, and one that would per- 
feAtiy bow , and comply with the Kings humour , and 
receive any Form, or Impreſſion he would ſtamp upon 
him; and thus by this counterfeit Coyn , gilded over 
with fairpretences, did he purchaſe his Kings favour, 
and poſſeſs his eahe nature ; (o that if any thing that re- 
quired extraordinary fidelicy, was to be done, he was 
the Perſon EleRed,and for that reaſon, G!ycera became 

his Priſoner, 
But Glycer.2, under all theſe inquiztudes, behaved bex 
(el 
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ſelf with ſo much #quanimicy, as plainly ſhewed , that 
her ſoul bad more Antidote in ic, than misfortune had 
Poyſon ; as if her confiant ſuffering Fortunes inconſtan- 
Cy, had hardned het ſoul, contrary co the nature of ſpi- 
rics, toan impenetrabllity : Which Kolax obſerving, 
rogecher with the vivacity ofher Wit, the magnaninu- 
ty of her Spirit, the ſolidicy of her Judgmene , and the 
Majelty that attended them all, could not ſufficiently 
behold ber ; and ac length fell from beholding, co admi- 
ring, and from admiring, to affeRing ; and chus be- 
came his Priſoners Priſoner, 

Glycera perceiving both viſible and audible effefts of 
his paſſion, chought a fayourable entertainmenc of him, 
ſo far as vertue would permic , mighe be a means to 
procure ſome liberty from her (tri& reliraint; and there- 
fore received him (till with a Countenance as full of 
ſweernels, and grace, as her mind repleat with good- 
neſs could diſpoſe her to frame; fo that at laſt, ſhe co+ 
rally gained his heart to her devotion, 

Zelota, wife to Kolax, a woman ealie to be moved, 
and being once moved, of an implacable ſpirit , eſpying 
her husbands love to Ghcera, not enduring that any 
ſhould be admired , or affeted beſides her ſelf, and yer 
doing nothing that might merit admiration or affettt- 
on, except to derra®t from others will challenge the 
1irle of Deſert, and the reward of Admiration, reſol- | 
ved co conntermine all their undermiaings of her Ho» |} 
nour, and either to make way for G!zceya's (li2he, oro þ 
make her away,where ſhe ſhould never more be a Peſt 
to her cankered mind, Art length intelligence arrived 
uteher ears of a Veſſel bound for P-loponneſus, which 
ſhe preſently gave information of to G/ycera, promiſing F 
to alſiſt in h2r eſcape, tothe utmolt of her abilicy ; and 
covering the venon in her heart , with pleaſing looks, | 
and more pleaſing expreſſions , (he prevailed fo farr 
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on Glycerd's Charity, as to infuſe a ſleepy Potion into 
her busbands drink, that ſhould ſeize all his ſenſes with 
ſuch a Lechargy , asere he recovered our of his brain- 
fick trance, (he might be near arrived 2t Peloponneſus ; 
and from thence (ſhe ſaid) che paſſage to Theſſalia was 
nor difhiculc, 

' Ghcera poizing theſe Propoſals in her judgment, 
thought ic not inconhiltent with prudence to atcept of 
them ; for all choſe mountains of diſcouragements, that 
deſpair raiſed in her thoughts,now lay level co her wiſh- 
es, and what would be the concluſion of her Impriſon- 
ment, (he knew not ; but however , this ſhe reſolved 
ſhould be the Concluhon of her doubrfully revolving 
thoughts, that a few dayes ſhould pur a Concluſion to 
her abode there, 

- The next day Zelets comes to Glycera , with a Cup 
cammixt, not with a ſleepy, bur a poyſonous drug (oh 
heavens, what will not a malicious mind, aninaced with 
Revenge, be provoked unto? What venemous gore 
will nor difhil out of the ranklings of a gangrened 
mind, feſtered with the incurable wounds of jealouſic ?) 
Glcera not at all imagining what a horrid enterprize 
ſhe went about co atchive, yer all the way as ſhe wenr, 
a ſtrange kind of horror ſeized upon het ſpirics, the very 
Ayr ſeemed to ferter her leggs, and every ſhadowy ap- 
pearance, or even (ſhadow of {uch an appearance,(eem- 


* edto interrupt her Progrels, that ſhe even thought her 


ſelf hurryed away, by a trange kind of fate, concrary to 
the benr of her own Genius ; however,ſhe (tops nor, bur 
goes to Kol4x,and tells him, chat ſhe had brought him 
a Love-pot ion, that would incite amorous deſires in 
the coldg(t nature : Kolax accepts it with graticude, 
(as love'you know inveſts all things with an amabilicy, 
that proceeds from the Obje& beloved) and drinks of 
ic with ſuch exceſs, as if he had a mind to convert him- 


ielf 
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ſelf ipto Loves individual ſubſtance, But no ſooner 
' had he empryed the Cup of Poyſon , than the poyſon- 

ful Cup had filled him with pain and horror ; and ha- 
ving roared out ſome curſes on Glycers, he dyed , lea- 
ving her overwhelmed with amazing Terrars, and rer- 
rifying amazement. 

The Servants of che houſe, hearing this hidious cry, 
ran up to their Maſters Chamber, where they found 
him dead wich Poyſon,and Gljcera with aſtoniſhment 
affrighted with this weful fight, ſome ran to find Ze- 
lots, but ſhe that morning had taken a walk abroad , in- 
tending to be abſent at the execution of her bloody 
Plor, thereby co avoid ſuſpicion : Others apply cthem- 
ſelves to recall G/ycera's miſerable ſenſes,bur ah ! tobe 
the more ſenſible of her miſery, and cthers ran to call 
near-adjoyning Inhabitants, to behold chis lamencable 
SpeRacle ; ſothatin a ſhort time , Fame had blazed 
abroad this direful Tragedy, that it re-ſounded in the 
Kings Court, and at length came tothe Kings ears al- 
ſo ; who no ſooner heard 1t, bur he grew even diſtrat- 
ed wich ſorrow, for the loſs of his minion, and threat- 
ned preſently to ſend G/ycera afcer him, of a meſſags 
to Plats, to require him in his name , to releaſe Kolax 
from his dark Priſons, and ſend him among the living , 
or elſe, if he could provoke all the Powers in Heaven 
and Earthto defiroy his Kingdom , he would do it, 
Amoroſia his Daughter, that had a Character given her 
by ſome of Kolax his Servants, of Glycers, how ſhe 
was a woman encued with ſolid Vertue, profound Wiſ- 
dom, and firong Judgment, and hated nor {» much the 
name of Vice, as co be vicious; that if the Air had a 
voyce, it could proclaim no ſuch infe&tion from her, 
as conſtantly Reams from an impious ſoul ; ſo that an 
Angel in his molt rec'uſe retirements , is not more 
chaſt than ſhe ; an4 whoeyer had an eye , that my 
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have pierced inco her heart, would have been a greater 
admirer of her Internal Yercue, than Excernal Beauty; 
chough in that was fufficiently pourtrayed all the linea- 
ments of a mind fraughe wich goodnels, 

Amoreſia 1 ay, having this deſcription given her, 
could not let common fame commir ſuch a Rape on 
her Charity, or entice her co wed her belief to the rat- 
lin a cm all places abounded in , bur fell down 
on tee , and in « paſſionate-manner implored Gly. 
eera's remillion of her father, or at leaſt a forbearance 
of Execution, till ber Cauſe was heard; Burt the King, 
the fnore enraged with her Petitions , thus replyed : 
Whar, ſaid he, we ſhall have you Attorney to every 
$trumper, to.plead for their unlawful courſes , and in- 
rercede for perverting juſtice ; no Daughter, let this 
reſolve of mine henceforth make you ceaſe the renova- 
tions of this ſort of entreaties ; for, believe 1c, I'll not 
ſuffer an Innocents blood to rult char Sword of juſtice, 
that hath hicherco been kepe brighe , ro the dazling of 
admiring Beholders, 

Amoroſia hearing thi, forbore any further ſupplica- 
tions, till her father freed from hi; paſſionate Feaver, 
might be able to reliſh her counſel ; which being noc 
long after, ſhe goeth co him, and informs him of her 
Rare, and lays before him all che probabilities of her in- 
nocency, a mind diſcreet and charitable could ſuppoſe, 
rogether with the inconveniences might enſue a raſh 
execution of a Forein Lady , allyed (as ſhe heard) to 
the blood Royal of Theſſa/ia, and courted by Prince 
Pgraion, and withall gave him ſuch a deſcription of her, 
thar at laſt divorced the former reſolutions from his 
mind, and wrought in him ſuch a compaſſion for Gly- 
eer's adverſity, that he commanded ſhe ſhould be ho. 
narably atrended and entertained, bur yer impriſoned, 
for the ſpace of about a year and half, within which 
time 
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time , if Pandios ſept not ſome Knight, that by en- 


countring with and overcoming ſome Knight of (yprv, 
ſhould releaſe her, that then (he ſhould endure © pes 


' nalty of the Law; but in the mean time, he wonald 


diſpatch a meſſenger unco him, to give him intelligence 
of her conduion , and his determinacion. The meſ. 
ſenger that he ſent, was che Knighc that 'I ſpake of be- 
fore, and the perſon eleARed to atchieve this enterpriſe, 
is my (elf, 

No ſooner had be ſpoke thele words , than a ſhrill 
noiſe peirced their ears, with ſuch an acutenels, as if it 
had fled before ro make way for a groan that preſently 
ſucceeded it, which they gearing , imagining they 
came from ſome diltreſſed Lady, ran withiſpeed co help 
her, and juſt as chey turned round, they efpied Flo. 
rinda nnder a Tree, hard by che place where they had 
ſacte and diſcourſed, fallen upon the ground in a 
ſwound, Prriander (ecing this , chafes her tender 
limbs, and recovers her our of her deadly crance, who 
when ſhe perceived her ſelf reſtored to her ſelf , (ſhe 
falls a weeping and (ighing ; ab, ſaid ſhe, can my Perc. 
ander find in his heart to leave me? I can and will 
leave thee with all my heart (ſaid Periandey) I mean, all 
my heart with chee ; buc co find in my heart to leave 
thee, I cannot, fince I can find nothyng there bur thee. 
Oh bur Periaxder (hall not go (ſaid (he) Periander will 
not go (ſaid he) for hee'l leave his ſoul with thee, his 
deccer part. 

And will you then be gone (faid Plownda weeping) 
what hall become of me the while, think you? Live in 
as much repoſe (ſaid Periander ) as a vertuous mind re- 
warded by heayen wich earthly joys can extract from 
ies own internal felicity, Can true Lovers part then 
with ſo ;much eaſe ( ſaid ſhe) I had hope! (and 
then the cears diltiil:d down ker Checks in ſuch ow 
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dance, as interrupted her ſpeech, yer fain ſhe would 
have ſpoke, bur her ſtriving to (peak, made her ſpeech 
the more difficult, ſo that grief made ſo large a Paren- 
theſis,as if it would have pur a period to her life, in the 
midit of her ſentence ) but proceeding, I had hoped 
{ſaid (be) Perrander had thought I had loved him too 
dearly , ever to rake any repoſe in his abſence, Bur 
though he can part from me , and exchange a ſpotleſs 
affection , for a liccle blood-itained hotior , though be 
can in(atably carowſe my tears, yet I could not ſee a tear 
drop from tix eyes, but 'rwould corrodemy ſoul , nor 
can [ part from him , and retain my ſelf , for afteSion 
hath ſo glewed him co my heart , as che lealt ſeparation 
would rend it in pieces. 

But he diſcourfing to her , how much ir did import 
his honor , and of what evil conſequence to Danprons 
affairs his negligence in that reſpe&t would be , ſhe 
hung on his neck, and kiſſed his cheeks , and all che 
while bathed her kifles and his cheeks in tears. Oh 
(ſaid ſhe) do not, do not go, if we muſt part now , we 
muſt pare for ever, Bur with that, as if every lerteria 
the word, Ever, had been a chunderbolc (hot from the 
ſulphurous clouds of love mixt with ſorrow in her heare, 
her ſenſes were on a ſudden overwhelmed with extre- 
mity, and ſhe falls down into a (\woun, Periander (et- 
ivg this, was forc't ts take an abrupt leave of Danpron, 
whoſe dear affe&ion each to other would elſe have 
tompelled them to be more copious in their parting 
ceremonies, and takes Florinds in his arms , and car- 
ries her to a houſe neer adjoyning , where we leaye 
them. 

Danpion being thus unhappily deprived of his friends, 
and with them of his hopes of ever attaining either his 
Love, or his Kingdom, began molt paſſhonacely to la- 
ment his condition, For Per:ander that had ſo br os 
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friended him on Pexdiex: fide, and Fleriads by whoſe 
means he had accompliſhed many projets in Hiarbs's 
Court, and who bad defended him (© often from Hziar- 


' bas and «Ampbigenia's diſpleaſure, were now both 


gm 


gone, (0 that he icemed at once to have loſt both his 
{word and buckler , and left aione t5 manage his de- 
fGgns, and bear che brune of all, 

In this condition he returned to his Chamber , and 
there gave vent co his ſorrows, and in the midſt of all 
his ſadneſs, he ſets down this reſolution with himſelf, 
that fince all his hopes were fled wich Periander and 
Florinds , he would quench that Veſtal fire of chat 
love that flamed in his hetrr,which could only be kind- 
led at the beams of 6 enia's beauty, and with che 
ſmoke of chat extinguiſhed flame , ſmother his grief, 
and deface chat image of ſorrow deciphered in his de- 
dejeted councenance , and (treight apply himſelf 
to Hiarbas will, and comply with his humors , by that 
means not onely ro enter into , but to incerr him 
(elf alive during his dying lifein his affetion, =+ 

Bur humane Cnmataticns are but as gliſtering Bub- 
bles, where ſome bright refletions may pleaſe the fancy 
for a while, bur ſoon vaniſh into Air with the leaſt blatt 
of adivine decree; every beam of a Planer comes laden 
with transformations, which though ic cannot have im- 
mediate commerce with che immarterial ſoul, yet ic will 
bribe the Organs,and by that means unhinge the doors 
of reſolution chat exclude inconſtancy from thz 
mind. 

So Darpion, howevs: for a time he flattered his for- 
rows with che thoughts of blotting out the CharaRers 
of love with black oblivion, yer ar length be found 
love to be of ſuch a ſtrange invincible unreſifable force, 
that the more he endeavoured to conquer its rebelli- 
ons, the more it rebelled and conquered bis endea- 
| Vors, 
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vors, ſo that in deſpight of his reaſon, he was led cap. 
tive by his patſhon. Flaſhes of beauty may dazle be- 
holders eyes, bur where they light eo purpole, the 
melt che tteelieft hearts, and make them receive impref. 
fions of love, which cannot ſoon be obliterated : which 
Darpions experience could confirm , for the more he 
endeavoured to extinguiſh the flames of affe&ion with 
the cold blaſts of deſpair , the more ardent they grew, 
and the leſs colerable ; ſo that at length with conſtanc 
ining, not onely the colour, but the figure of his face 
_ to be altered; which many obſerved, as alſo 
how he affeRted ſolicarineſs, ro walk and talk alone, 
ſomerimes breathing forth his complaints in the Groves 
and Gardens, ſometimes inwardly fighing, and groan- 
ing, as if his heart held a dialogue with ſorrow. And 
when he was in company, his thoughts ran ſo much of 
Amphigema, as all the jollicy and recreation the 
Court did abound in, feemed to him but unneceſlaty 
Parentheſes, and tedious digrefſions, to that ſweer 
ſubje& that his ſ6ul flently diſcourſed of. And when 


he was in Hiarbas pteſence, though his policy would * 


compell him to chrow off thoſe mourning weeds 
wherein grief had attired his countenance , left hz 
ſhould lay a foundatiort for ſuſpicion in Hiarbar 
thoughts, yer the countenance holds ſuch a ſympathy 
with the mind, that it is very difficult , ſo to countet- 
feir a contrary affection, that a judicious eye in every 
lincamenr of che face may not read the diffh;nulation 
ſo that Hiarbas could not but by every ation difcern 
the paſſion, wherewvich hs was affe&ted , his dull de- 
jeſed looks , his impertinent diſcourſe, his frequent 
ſobbing , abrupt fightng , and che very tone of his 
voice, that did platnly proclame his heart held a cor- 

reſpondence with ſorrow. 
This ſuddain alteration in D4»p/ons countenance 
and 
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and behaviour, bred admiration in many Noblemen of 
che Coutt , but eſpecially one Baſcanins a great emula* 
tor and corrival of Danpiozs, obſerving his deport- 
ments , that he mighc diſcover the caule of his grief 
(which he conjeured could not be ordinary, fince 
che effet was ſo ſuperlative and extraordinary) he on a 
day in a private place meeting with Kalapi/t»s, Danpions 
Page, examined him very lritly,concerning his Lord, 
what the cauſe was of his extremicy of grief , whether 
he was in love, and had received ſome repulſe, of 
whether he had commirted any traitcerous fa, and fear- 
ed diſcovery , the latter of which he chiefly hoped 
might be the diſtemper, and if ſo, he in his thoughes 
hadiſoon tound a remedy, to wir, *emedileſs diſgrace and 
ruine, 

Kalap:ſta of late having unjuitly (as he thought) res 
ceived a box on che car from his Malter, as he was walk- 
ing with him in the Cypreſs-grove; the occafion of 
which, being onely this , Danpron (a8 was ſaid ) de- 
lighting much in ſolicudes, and (oliloquies, one morn- 
ing walked forth with his Page into the Grove, where 
through intenſneſs of mind , forgecting that he was at- 
rended, he fell into a lamentation of his hopeleſs con- 
dition , and deſpaicing affection, and through vehe- 


 mence of paſſhon, at length giving _— to his voice 


to declare his ſorrows, ſomething louder than ordinaryp 
his words were retortted back ro his ears by Eccho, 
which D.vp1on hearing , minding not whence the 
voice came, on a ſudden rurned round, and e ſpying his 
Page, preſently entertained a conceit , it was he thac 
repeared his words, and ſo for his miſconceived ſawsi- 
neſs, gave him that correion , which being more 
than his due , he with an ingrateful kind of grati- 
wde, reſolved to requite ir, when opportunity pre- 
ſenced, | 
An 
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And now fortune endeavouring like Penelope in' 4 
nighrof black adverſity , ro unweave that golden web 
of happineſs, wherewich ſhe had hitherro inveſted 
Daxpon, incited this ſaithleſs Boys evil Genius, to in. 
ſpire his mind with ſo much hellith rancor , as to berray 
his Lord, which he did to Baſcarims's great ſatisfaction; 
—_— how his Lord was in Love.wich Amphigenta, 
and what means he uſed co gain her affe&ion , and how 
he once ſent him in the night into her Chamber, attired 
like an Angel, with a pretended letter from Yenw, and 
what aTſecret paſſage he had through a crankling vanlc 
co her Chamber , and many things ſo to Baſcanw's 
content , as that he gave him fifty Seſtercies , celli 
him, my ſweer Boy (ſaid be) thou art my Pars, and 
accept this news from thee wich higher reſentments, 
than the Cythereaw» Qpeen on Ida's top received the 

olden Apple from the fair Trojan ſhepherd, and I 
doubr not but by thy means to procure that Helena of 
glory ſo courted by us , bur yet by him caviſhed from 
us. With cheſe words chey parted, 

Baſcamm being a man of an implacable malice , re- 
pining at ev bm of honor that ſhone from his 
Peers, never allaying the ſurges of rage and envy, till 
he had feallowed up his Competitors, a great ſuter to 
fortune , and had obtained her for hits Paramour , ill 
of late ſhe wedded her ſelf to Darypor , bringing with 
her, her whole dowry of honor and riches, and eyery 
thing elſe that makes her ſo deſirable , having thus diſ- 
covered a paſſage tothe haven of contentment , reſol- 
ved fince f 2 wind blew ſo proſperouſlyfrom ſuch a cor- 
ner of the heavens, not to lole the benefit of ſucceſs, 
proffered him in the acceſs of ſo fit a means to procure 
Darpions declenfion ; but though he wasrejeed by 
fortune, yer fince he was thus courted by opportunity, 
he would no light its impercunitizs. And being Dan- 
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pion was lo great a Favourite, ic was not therefore ſafe 
tor him to obey the violent impulſe of his inordinate 
Paſſion, which prompted him to nothing , bur preſent 
ſatisfying of his Malice, that thirited for Danpion's im- 
mediate ruine ; buc rather to wake (lowly , and ſecure- 
ly. For having no other co teltitie Daxpion's aff2Ction 
to Amphigenia, bur his Page, he feared, leit if he ſhould 
iaconhdecacely inform the King , without ſome more 
pregnant conhcmations of it, than his own, and the 
Boyes bare aftirmations, the King ſhould diſcern his 
envy, and ſo the ruine he intended Danpon , might at- 
tend himſelf, 

And therefore to bring about his purpoſes, he tntices 
Kalapiſtus with promiſe of a molt liberal reward, co 
bring bim choſe clothes in which his Maſter was artay- 
ed, wh:'n eAnphrigenis (aw him in the Grove, The 
Boy having gratiftied his delices ,*he on a day attires 
bimſelf in chem, and watching his opportunity, when 
Amobigema was bathing her ſelf, he cudely ruſhes ins 
ro the Garden, and comes uzon her juſt as ſhe was 
come out of the iſver fireams , which ſeeined ro mur- 
mur for her departure, having onely a :ich thin mantle 
calt over her naked body, 


Baſcanus, who had never before bzheld ſo much ex» .: 


cellency contracted and united , could not but gaze 
himſelf into admiration and attoniſhment , that he 
thought her to be the very refined Elixar of all perfecti» 
ons, and every part of her a (mall volume of all crear- 
ed excellencies in heaven or earth epitomiz'd , and 
writ in golden Charafters ; he thoughe her co be ſome 
incarnate Angel clad with a body compoied of the 
ſame quinteflential matrer with the heavens, but re- 
fined to ſuch a purity and even tranſparency, that eve- 
ry pare ſeemed a burning mirror , wherein che Angeli- 
cal b?as it incloſed were unite1, to the inflaming of 
all 
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all beholders, in fine ſhe ſeemed in a definite circum- 
ference to ſer forth an infinite beauty, ſo that Baſca- 
nius (to0d a while even raviſhed with a (tupefying con- 
centation , as if he had lolt his ſoul in that world of 
beauty , or as if all the faculties of his mind chrong- 
ing togerhec co behold that wonder, had overwhelmed 
each other. 

What ſhall I ſay ? to deſcribe his unexpreſfible ad. 
mication, were a task fitter for thoſe ſublime ſouls who 
are acquainted with rapturous contemplations , and 
know w hat it is to bs ſnatche into an extaſie. Bur oh, 
the vehemence of Amphigena's paſſhon , atthis ſudden 
ſurprizal ! Ar firſt ſhe ood wondring rather whether 
ſhe aw at all, than what ſhe ſaw, ſo that ſhe food a 
while even encranced with altoniſhment, bur at length 
awakned out of her dream of amazement , ſhe be- 
rakes her ſelf for refuge to her leggs, and runs, and 
ſhrieks , wich ſuch a peircing ſhrilneſs, as the Air 
ſeemed ro hand her voice to the heavens, to implore 
revenge for ſuch hideous preſumprion; bur as it fled the 
Air ſeemed delighted with ſo ſweet a traveller, as ir 
bandyed ic to and fro, as it each part was ambitious to 
entercain it. 

The Ladies that were walking up and down in the 
Gardens,, ſome beheading flowers, to purifie their 
brains with fragranc exhalations that Ream from thoſe 
neſts of ſweers, others ſumming up the riches of the 
eats in Mulicks charming numbers, others paſſing a- 
way the time with pleaſant paſtime, theſe, I ſay, hzar- 
ing thus on a ſuddain their Lady ſhriek , preſently run 
for her ſuccour, and at length they might ſee the Prin- 
ceſs nimbly tripping along upon the verdant Graſs, 
which as proud to be depreſſed with ſo ſweet a foot, 
would ere& ir ſelf wich a precty kind of fatelineſs, 
after her departure , whillt ſhe ran with ſo much ſwift- 

neſs, 
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neſs , as even robbed their eyes of a plenary view of 
her excellencies, and Danpon as they ſuppoſed purſu- 
ing of her, who no ſooner ſaw this beautiful crain , bue 
he fled wich as much celericy from them, as before he 
did towards them, and hardly eſcaped ere the King 
hearing a whole Conſort of ſhrieks and crys, among the 
Ladies in the Garden, came with ſpeed ro know the 
cauſe, and found his daughter ſurrounded with her 
Ladies, like D:az« amongtt her Nymphs, ſo that ſhe 
ſeeted like So{ among the Planets, where all beauty 
cencer'd, theirs being onely refle&ions of hers, 

The King ſeeing that, called ſome of them to him, 
to inform him of the reaſon of their cutcrizs, who told 
him, that Danpion (as was conjeAured by his Garb ) 
had endeavoured to force the Lady Amphigeniay, Dan: 
pion (aid the King) Danpn a raviſher | Daxpron a ra* 
viſher of my daughter ! oh monſtrous impiery ! horrid 
enterpriſe ! helliſh ingraticude ! whac Daxp'on, I ſay, it 
can never be, He who hath received ſuch tranſcend-:re 
favours from me, as would even impoveriſh a Mon- 
archs gratitude, thar could command all che riches of 
the Orient , or make the Sea vomic up her creaſures, 
ſuch as though he would ſurrender up his ſoul ic would 
be too poor a re{iitution, and can it be, that hz ſhould 
attempt mine or my danghcers diſhonor ? hexy*n and 
earth would conſpire their forces in avengement of ſuch 
altoniſhing ingraticude, Bur if I find.it crue, by all the 
Celetiial powers , he had hetrer have mounted on the 
wings of his ambition to heaven and * deflowred 
Ven, . 

This ſaid, the King in a fury returns to the Palace, 
and bapiſhes Da»pron the Court, and confined him £5 
a houſe, ſore miles from the Palace, upon pain of 
death at the lea't attempt of liberty. Beſcan'ws ſering 
ſuch a happy reſulrc of his plot , inwardly ſo ſwelle4 
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with content, that he could not contain his venemous 
rancor trom burſting forth co the poiſoning of Daspi- 
ons honor, bur privately gives forth ſcandalous libells, 
and publikely reaches Fame the language of Danpions 
diſgrace , which hicherto ſhe had been wholly unac- 
quainted wich, and makes ber declae on nothing bur 
the Theme of his luſt and ruine ; and not contended 
onely with this , but he relates at large to the King, 
Danpions aftetion to Amphigema , his former ar- 
tempts to ſatiare (as he termed it) his libidinous deſires, 
co-which chis late event (tood as a teſt for confirmation, 
And now all De»piv45 oppolits in the Coutt , that had 
born him inveterate malice, ſpurn at this muzled Lion, 
and yent their malicious fumes to obſcure his luſtre, 
Every one can lend a hand to thruit down a tottering 
Wall. 

Thus this innocent Prince was on the ſudden made 
the ſubje& of Forcunes hate, and his enemies malice, 
and his new hutcht glory choaked by the black Ache- 
rontick vapours that (teamed from his enecgies helliſh 
maligmity, 

Buc now to tell you how this gallant and Princely 

nioner behaved himſelf under this ſad fate, Ar firlt 
indeed the ſuddeneſs , not the greatneſs of the wo a» 
Roniſhed him: , as whom would it not tranſport with a- 
mazemerit, with a thunderbole of Foitune, inan in- 
ſtant to be burid out of the Chariot of ſuch dazling

merous pairs of ſervil eyes that did attend his beck , is 
now plundered of all (tate , of all reſpect; unpuryed,

Burt chough miſery like Circes cup can thus mera- 
morphoſe our externals, yet ir can have no influence 
on the rational part, None bur caduque beings are ſub« 
Jje& rothe tyranny of Time and Change ; and chere- 
fore ab{trated beings, chat come nor unde: the predi- 
cament of corporeity, as their eſſence, ſo their bappi- 
neſs is of an immutable permanency ; and though 
ſome abject ſouls char ſteep their Incelleuals in ſence, 
and can reliſh nothing but Epicurean pleaſures, may 
have their delighes as tranſient as time, yet a compoſed 
ſoul, cruly fortihed with Verrue, 131ts own deſtiny , 
and depends nor for its felicicy on any other chan 
its own arbicrement, and that of an erernal Fate, 
which guiding all things according to their natures, 
conſequently rules free Agents, their Actions and For- 
runes , happy or unhappy , as the former are atrended 
wich Vertue or Vice, according to the principles tc 
hath placed within them, as its Vicegerents and repre- 
ſencatives to govern them. Now ſuch a one miſeries 
may try, cannor diſcompoſe or diſorder ; ſuch a one no 
revolution of time can drive from r;ſolution in the 
mid(t of extremities, and ſuch a on2 was Davpion, For 
he ſeemed a man to whom whatever can metit the ept- 
there of Excellent might be attributed tro him , having 
a ſublime ſpiric in a matchleſs body ; the former ſeemed 


atay of Promethent fire, ſomething rarifyed , andin« 


veſted with a more pure and active quality , a" haying 
che leaft mixcure of choſe ponderons elements thac 
clogg the mind , bur all of rare aſcending fire, thar 
clarified his blood from choſe feculert tumors chat low 
from the grofſier elements , and compoſed ſuch a har« 
mony in his ſoul , as no misforrune could make a Jarr, 
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and the latter was ſo ſweet a compolition of all thoſe 


; maſculine graces that at once feed both delight and

wonder , as it leemed that Nature with Lilied beauty 
had chalked out his ſoul a lodging AT to its 
own greatneſs , and given him a body ſaitable co the 
vigorous activity of his ſpirit. 

In fine, he chat will give a perfect repreſentation of 
the former, muſt not be raviſhed with an ordinary fury; 
bur his mind muſt be wholly purified from all droſſe 
conceitrs ; his fancy rarified and heightened with Eche- 
real fire, and his ſoul inſpired, aRuated , and inlight- 
ned wich a beam of Empyreal glory , which mult form 
ſublime fancys in ic, as the Sun gives form to ſublunary 
matter, And he that would give a true lively and love- 
ly draught of the latter, he mult either fix his eyes on 
fome perſon, whoſe complexion, features and harimo= 
ny, hold ſome proportion with the delicacy, ſweerneſs 
and erace, of which Danpions beauty was compoſed z 
orelic leave the ſoul of his love and pals by tranſmt- 
eration into bim, that ſo by that /dea love forms 1n the 
mind,to copy out ſome imperfect adumbrarion- of his 

ifections ; but the one being unlikely, and che other 


* impoſſible, renders the Painter unable. 
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Now what inundation of miſery could overwhelm 
ſo great a ſpiric, which like a rich mount of Oar, ſeem- 
ed to bid defiance to the turbulent waves of Fortune? 


That that did moft irongly invade his breaſt , was the 
| remembrance of the loſs of Amphigenia's favour ; and 
+ that indeed compelled him to ler his ſorrow diflolye in

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Thus ſubrilly did ſorrow infinuate ic (elf into his ; 
hearc, by coming hid under a bait of pleaſure, But 
then a deep fercht ſigh would cell him roundly in his 
ear, thoſe pleating dreams were but deluſions ; then 
grief would change the former Phrygia» harmony, in 
his choughts cothe Doric tone , conpoſed of mouta- 
ful trains and doleful airs , where every note 1tounds 
like a groan, and every quaver like che crembling gh 
of one that weeps z And then a flowing Sea of ſorrow 
would ſupply his eyes with cears, which ſofcly cricklin' 
down his cheeks would ſeem co draw a Map of grief in 
bis face ; here Iſlands inhabiced witch ſweets and graces, 
and their Garden filled with Roſes and Lilies ; here a 
lake of liquid Pearls, and chere a briny fiream ſoftly 
kiſſing his cheeks, Then he would even break our to 
curſing Baſcanins and his- Pages tr2achery , bur chen 
Amphigenia would fill his thoughts, and make hin 
break off abrupely, as he broke our paſhonately, Ar 
length eſpying a Lute that hung'behind che hangings in 
a corner of the chamber , he cook ic down;and made ic 
diſcourſe his griefs in ſuch melting ac-ents, as every 
nore ſeemed to flye gently into the (hill entrance of his 
charmed ear, and intrance him with a ſoft pleaſing paſ- 
fion ; ſometimes it would ſeem even to fieal his very 
ſoul and impriſon ir in the Lute ; thz anti>athies b- 
eween the chirping Trebles , and the grumbling Baie, 
being ſo ſweetly reconciled by the mean, as ſeem:d tis 
Muſficks language , to teach him Vertues mediocrity, 
Bur he making no other commentary on ic , than char 
of grief, would rhink the quavyering (trings did ir :mble 
at his ſorrows , and the Lures heart-diſſolving airs ro 
ſigh forth che lamentations of his unfortunate but 04(- 
ſionare love, in ſuch (ymparhizing frains, as made him 
almoſt think che ſpirit of fome unhappy Lover had ra* 
ken up its Elizinmy in us belly, and there in {ilenc | 
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ones breathed forth his woes, which che trembling 
firings in imitation of Fame would ſeem toecchoto his 
eats; andthen laying his mouth to the carved Navel 
of the Luces (weet womb, he would call aloud, It any 
Loyers ſoul by tranfmigration dwells within this lictle 
cell of pleaſure, let him come forth and rune his groans 
to mine, and we will charm our ſorrows , and (top the 
Spheres, who litining co our tones may not whirle our 
woful fares ſo falt upon us, and bribe the Deſtinies to 
cancel rheir decrees ; bur chen nothing bur a hollow 
ſgund would give reply to his words, as 'twere to ſhew, 
Ri licle ſubliantial comfort ſuch airy concei;es affor- 
ded, It 1s not (o calie to (tanch a Lovers bleeding 
hearc, 

Bur ſeeing the Lute refuſed ro cofhn up his woes, he 
flings it down, and takes his Pen and Inke, and fain 
would wrap up his griefs in the winding ſheer of a Let- 
ter, which embalmed in tears he would ſend to Am- 
phigemato bury them in her pitrying thoughts, And 
that each ſentence might more lively expreſs his paſſh- 
on, hee'd licep every letter in a tear; bat then the 
letters as not able to ſwim on the briny drops, would 
{ink into the tear-b2dabled-paper,and as ir were drown- 
ed in ſorrow would loſe their forms, and rather re- 
preſent a mon{rous draughe of horror, 

Then he would fling away ht: payer, as not fit to 
contain the name of Amphigemia; and toſle his pen, 
which would ſeem to weep for irs negle&@ , and be- 
ſprinkle the wall with its rears ; cears that clad in black, 
ſeemed as dark mirors , or the quinteſſential extracts 
of ſorrow ; where each Globe-like-drop, that trund- 
led among the duſt , ſeemed a little bottle that con- 
rained a livelyer reſemblance of yriefs Elixar , than 
Danpon coul diltil out of his brain, 
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But then he would take it again and wrice,, and blor, 


\ andenter-line ; here he thoughr the ex; refſion was too 


flat,and there too full of big-ſounding, bum-balie words, 
containing more ſyllables , chan ſenſe , andfullerof 
noiſe, than reaſon z and not like the Amber-phraſes, 
wherein witty Lovers dreſs their Paſſions , where any 
Love-{chooled eye, in every clear conceir may ceſcry 
Cupid plac'd, as in a Crylial ſhrine: Then he would 
condemn his wit , which now would ſeem too barren, 
then ſo full of unlickr fancies, as their number would 
choak their grace, and render his Style an indigelied 
maſs of ſen(c-confounding-non(enſe, and not like thoſe 
quick lively raptures, begotten by the wanton Boy up= 
on the Invention, which ſo reſemble their Father, as 
ſeem to be his perfe& Picture ; and no ſooner born,than 
borne on his Wings , out of the view of vulgar eyes. 
Then he would bid fie on his Genius, chat now 
ſhould fill his head with nothing bur Barbariſms, when 
his brain had more need been a Flotilegium of ſublime 
Stories; a Store- houſe of acute Metaphors, quzint Simi- 
licudes, and compendiums of Eloquence , and an In- 
ventory of all thoſe Excellencies treaſnred up in every 
Creature ; but theo, thar would pur tim in mind of 
Amphigenia, and then he would blame hi: Tongue for 
Ks unpardonable preſumprion, to menrion with the 
lea(t dereftation, any thing that had bur the ſhadoyy 
of an Image of that, that might be call'd here, 

Thus did his ſocrow variouſly vent ic ſelf, haying none 
to commiſerate him, bur the ſenſleſs Wa!ls , (which 
with a dull noiſe, would repeat his moans, and ſay #- 
mento his cryes) and the Maible ofthe Chimney,which 
would weep and ſwear, as 'c were with ſympachizing 
pain; but grief would cransform the Form of every 
thing, thar had the ſhape of comfort , and makethe 
Walls echo his gacans, with a {ad dolefulgeſs, and the 
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Marble drops to refle& bis viſage, and therein the Por- 
eraiture of ſorrow, True griet delights in ſolicudes, 
fit may be ſaidro have any delight; and he mourns 
with a witneſs , that mourns wichour a witnels, 

But now, to leave him in his lamentations , and re- 
curn to Amphigenia , who wich the fright ſhe cook ar 
her ſurprizal, Ellinro ſuch a dangerous diſtemper , as 
threatned lictle leſs chan her ſudden diſſolution ; every 
moment the fatal Thief, would Real ſome portion'of her 
Roſy-excellence, or rather the Graces enſhrined in her 
heaucious Face , by a myRerious tranſition paſſed into 
my ſoul, co make her fir to inhabic among che Celeſtial 
dwellers ; which when her Father ſaw, he grew ſo 
enraged with Daxpion, as he reſolved not co be partial, 
bur gave trit command to his Keeper, that nighe to 
puc out hiseyes, as others before had ſuffered for an 
offence of the like kind , though without thoſe high 
aggravations thar atrended his : and moreover, to keep 
him Priſoner , until they ſaw whether Ampbigenia 
would recover, or not; if not, he ſhould be (iirifced 
on her Tomb , and herEpicaph ſhould be wriccen in 
his Aſhes , and engraven with the point of a Sword on 
'” Skull; bur if the concrary, he ſhould have his free- 

om, 

The Jailoc, ts execute the Kings commands, in 
the depth and dead of all che night, ſoftly Reals np to 
Darpion's chamber, whom care and ſorrow, and a 
Rrange noiſe of confuſed thoughts, would nor permit 
to {leep, ſo that he was only laid down on his bed , a 
litcle wax Taper burning by him, and was reading che 
ſad tory of Hero and Leander's love, and was ſo moved 
with its woful concluſion , as that he could not bur 
ſhed ſome drops on the Book , and by drowning their 
names with Tears,make them a&t over again theis own 
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The Keeper perceiving a dim light in bis Chambez, 
(which gave him to ſee his hopes to cake him aſleep 
were vaniſhed) ruſhes in violencly with a naked Sword 
in his hand, and with all the cerror a defarmed coun- 
tenance (cxpreſſing more horror in a galily look , chan 
could be otherwiſe contained in a Volume) could 


' frame, be delivers the meſſage , and commands him 


to ſubmir wich patience, as he expeted co meet with 
bercer ulage., 

Danpion hearing this unexpeRed ridings , fixed his 
eye undauncedly upon him, whoſe Majeſty mighc 
have ſtruck an awful cerror into the moſt rachleſs Vil- 
lains heart , and enraged more with the churliſh- 
ne(s of his ſpeech , than with che terribleneſs of his 
meſlage, he, with a reſolute fury, leaps upon the Jaylor, 
and on the ſudden writhes the (word out of his band, 
and redeems himſelf, giving him blowes for his Ran- 
ſom. Extremity is Vercues Opportunity , which ne- 
ver appears clad with greater luſtre, than when tripe 
naked by Fortune, 

Daypion having releaſed himſelf, runs to a near ad- 
Joyning Wood, where he ſpends chat night in ſighing 
forth his woes ; ſomtimes raving at the Kings mercileſs 
tyranny, ſomrimes curſing Baſcanius's treachery, ſom- 
tunes lamenting Amphigenia's cruelty, His Mind float- 
ing in a tempeliuous Sea of thoughts, would be wreck- 
ed, ſomtimes upon Rocks of inſuperable difhculties, 
ſomrimes overwhelmed in a Gulf of deſpair : Then his 
Tongue, the ſervant of his Mind , to give ſome little 
eaſe, would vent ſome ſtreams,ouc of he over-flawings 
of his thoughts. Words are airy ſucceſſors to our 1n- 
reſtate comforts : Flicting Shadows , and vaniſhing 
Pictures of our mindes, or our mindes tran«formed into 
Air, and that formed into Words ; invihble cranſcriprs 
of our choughcs, writ upon Air, and @opyed our by our. 
Tongues; 
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Tongues ; poor breathing Orators of our woes , whoſe 
Rhetorick will for a while huſh them co fleace; who 
give eaſe, thongh chey give no ſuccour, 

So Darpion, with the wind of his words , would a 
liccle diſperſe the Clouds of grief in his mind.Somtimes 
he would inveigh againſt Envy , calling ic che purrid 
Blain of a corrupr mind, or che very Impoſthume of all 
vicious humours ; which burſting wich irs own venom, 
ſends forth an infeRious gore, called Slaunder : Slaun- 
der, that baſe canker of Renown , filthy yapour of an 
ulcerous mind , whoſe team obſcures Vertues brighr 
Ray ; vile demoliſher of the Temple of Honour , and 
the accurſed ſpawn of a helliſh mind, 

But then his Hate to Envy, would bring to his mind 
the contrary oppoſite, a Love to Vercue ; and both theſe 
would be as alarms , to awaken the thoughts of Ams- 
phigenis, che ObjeR of the firſt, and the SubjeR of che 

atter; Andthen he would condemn his too too ad- 
venturous eyes, for their preſumpruous beholding of 
that miracle of beauty ; but more his remembrance, for 
retaining that Soul-captivating Species, her Idea ; but 
moſt of all, his Heart, for ſurrendring up irs Cictadel to 
the tyranny of love, 

And then he would call out, Ah ! Why did I love? 
Alas! alas! Why did I love? Thus to be made a 
ſlave to Beauty ; but how could I chuſe but love ? love? 
nay adore ſo Divine a Form ? Rather why do 1 remem- 
ber ? fFnce iris remembrance that is che life of my 
grief, and that that renews my woes ; bur how can [ 
chuſe but remember ſuch a heavenly ſhape, in whom 
ll unparalleld Excellencies meer like parallels in their 
proper Centre ; whoſe every beam glanced from her 
eyes, writ a conpleat flory in my mind, of Beauties 
Perfeftion, and Loves Prerogative ? Ruc ah ! Why did 
I then give libercy tomy eyes to ſee that model of Di- 
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' vine perfe&ions ? ſince the eyes are the Cryſtal doors 


of the mind, at which all Objets enter that enthrall 
the affections ; but alas ! who could bur gaze, and gaze 
himſelf co admiration, and admire himſelf into an Ex- 
talie, to behold one, in whoſe Eye lay the diapazon of 
beauties viſible barmony , which with their motions, 
like the Spheres, would (irike Entrancing Raptures into 
all chaſt hearts; and where thouſands of Stars lay 
couched under a ſable Veil, reſembling nights Canopy, 
whoſe rapting influence , would compel all eyes co ſee, 
all choughtrs ro remember , and all hearts to love and 
adore ? | 

Thus his thoughts flying from one oppoſite ro ano- 


; .ther, would (till centre on Amphigenia ; like the Ea» 
gles, chat flying from Ealt co V Veit, met in Delphos ; 


— 


and chus he conſumed the night, uncill about the dawn- 
ing of the morn; that imparnally partial hour , which 
whileſt it ſeems to (tand as a Neucer , between night 
and Cay, and to take to neither, doth indeed incline to 
both ; when cemembring, that though his eſcape had 
freed him from preſent miſery, yet nor from future ru- 
inc, he therefore reſolved to flee to { ypris , after his 
friend Periaxder, and afliſt him in the releaſment of 
Glycera, and then return with him to Theſſalia, and by 
his means ingratiate himſelf with Pard:on, and he fear- 
ed not bur to procure a conſiderable Party that ſhould 
revolt from H1arbas, upon the leatt knowledge of his 
intentions. 

As he was thus walking and pondering, there ſud- 
denly came upon hin abour five Horſmen, who by 
force ( he having no weapon to defend himſelf) car- 
ried him ahout the ſpace of a mile, io a green Valley, 
where there lay great numbers of <oulhers,as in a Buſh; 
io the nidft of whom, was a rich © katior, drawn by four 
milk-whice Horſ:s alyca't, wherein there fat a moſt in- 
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compatable Lady, clad in rich attire , in whoſe face was 
diſplayed all che Enſfignes and Trophes of conquering 
beauty, and in her looks there ſar not only an arcractive 
ſweerneſs, bur a Majeftick (tatelineſs ; o that ſhe ſeem- 
ed at once to allure and command afte&ion, to behold, 
conquer, and tryumph : So chat Ceſ«rs Motto , Ven, 
vids, vics, tranſlated into the language of Love , ſeem- 
ed written on every feature , in the Roſie-Characters 
of beaucy, 

Inthiscryumphant poſture ſhe rode, four Virgins 


that were her Accendants, fitting at her feer, a proper 


Gentleman, all jn Armour , well mounced, riding by 
her as a captive to her beauty ; whoſe ſoul pecping 
thorow rhe Priſon-windows of his eyes , plainly diico- 
vered itſelf to be fetrered wich the Beams char came 
from hers, To this Gentleman they carried Danpion, 
who no ſooner ſaw him, but he diſ-mounted , and (alu- 
ced him witch all the teſtimonies of reſpe& and honour, 
an innate civility, together with a true grounded af- 
fection, and a juſt reſpeR, founded upon great worth , 
all meeting in one Perſon, could potſibly diſpoſe him 
£0 utrer, 

Danpion amazed with this unexpeted manner of 
encounter, and the more amazed , becauſe ſo unexpect- 
ed, was at firlt (contrary to his wonced manner of lay- 
ing deep engagements upon others, with his unimita- 
ble courteke) carried with afloniſhment to that extie- 
mity, that borders on the confines of Inciviliey ; till at 
length, called our of bis amazement , with exceſs of 
amazenenr,(as waters chilneſs recalls the ſpirits) he re- 
cores back his ſalucarion, with che like manner of Cere- 
monies, and craving pardon for his rudeneſs , requeſts 
him therein to accuſe his bad fortunes, who rendring 
him unworthy to chalenge , hid alſo baniſhed all ex- 
peRations ro meer with any ſuch honour ; and withall, 

Con- 
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condemning his memory, that could rerain his ſorrows, 
but not the name and Idea of a Perſon of ſo much 
worth, The Gentleman hearing this cold him, chat 
his name was Athalwus, who, that his ations might be 
of an equal latitude with his promiſes , he, with ſome 
few men, came to ſerve him in che accaining of his King- 
dom. 

Then Danpion called to mind, that this was the Per. 
ſon that came with Periander co the Hermirs Cave , 
and alſo what engagements he made at his parting from 
thepce, and thereupon embraced him with all poſſible 
joy, and gave bim Millions of thanks for his oblige- 
ments ; telling him, how ſeaſonable his aſſiſtance came, 
and therewithall fully informing him of his condition, 
and whac Plots he had uſed, and what ſucceſs of his 
Plots; and what advantage by that ſucceſs, andin 
whar (tate and poſture his affairs were in for the preſent; 
how much weakned by the ſudden departure of P#ri- 
ander, whoſe counſel and affitance had exceedi 
farthered his Defignes : And then he rold him of Per:- 
ander's happy meeting with Florinds, and by what 
wile ſhe had eſcaped from Acaſixs ; neither did he 
Rick to tell him of his own affection to Anphigenia, 
though neicher by his manner of ſpeech, countenance, 
or geſture, did he accuſe in himſelf any ſuch Paſſion ; 
not like thoſe puny Lovers, who can coyn no expreſ- 
fons , but in the Mint-houſe of Pafſion; and when they 
ſpeak, their ſpeech is nothing bur a bundle of incongru- 
ities, and incohz:ent Phraſes, and all the while theit 
April-faces mult now moiften the ground with & 
ſhowr of Tears , anon the clouds of grief muſt be di- 
ſperſed , and nothing but ſerenity ; and thus by exter-. 
nal incon{tancy , deſcribing their inward conſtancy. 
Bur then D+»p:0n began to enquire of Arhalw, abour

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came along ftam the Hermitage , had told him the 
whole ttory) and whether chat excellent Lady , thar 
beautitied the Coach wich her Beauty, were not ſhe : 
To whom eAthalw replyed, that that indeed was the 
Lady , that wa: the Pole-ſtar of all his endeavours, 
through whoſe favour he breathed , through whoſe 
breath he lived, through che life of whoſe love he lo- 

ved his life, and by which he poized all his felicity, 
Danpion having performed his ſalutations to her, A- 
thalxs began his relation, It hapned (ſaid he) that du 
ring the time my wounds were healing in the Cave, 
where ficlt ir was my bappineſs ro meer with your Lord- 

ſhip, Plrio (rhrough whoſe means Periandey and 1 
were ſer upon, by the Villains that dragged us into | 
thoſe Woods, with intents to kill us) became Lord of | 
Parrhaſia , by the death of his Father ; he bzing the | 
only preſeryer of his name , was left che only Poſleſſor 
of his Lordſhip ; who having now ability to execute | 
what only before he had wickedneſs ro defire , hoping 
that both of us, bur eſpecially my ſelf, had taſted the | 
fruic of his baſe revenge, ſeizes upon my Caſtle in my 
abſence, under prerence of a forfeiture for Treaſons, 
Murders, and Conſpiracies ſaid ro be ated and plated 

by m2 and my Complices, And rhat ke mighr co- 

Jour over thele unjuſt pretences, wich precences of | 
_ he cauſed thoſe that eſcaped from Periander 
y flight , after they had a&ed their bloody Tragedy 
upon me, vehemently to perition for jultice againſt me; 
who being men not only of murderous, but mercenary 
ſpirits, and never would refuſe to dive into a Sea of 
wickedneſs, to find that Pearl called Guin , and ever 
+ thought ic the greateſt piece of folly in the world , for 
men to recede from their own Intereſt , through a 
childiſh dread of impiery , and to be affrighred from 
the beaten code of Vice, if it le2ds to a Mine of gooklh, 
| wit 
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wich the fooliſh Bug-bear cerrors chac haunt chat pach; 
and therefore they'd no leſs deride at thoſe , that noc 
ſieering their ations by the compaſs of Profir, would 
ſail whereever thole guſts of popular breath encituled 
Honor ſhould drive them ; than a skillful experienced 
Mariner would at a freſh-water Seaman, that negle&. 
ing bis Compaſs, ſhould flacer bimſelf wich of « 
ſpeedy arrival at his Port, becauſe he runs afore the 
wind, though ic blow from a quite contrary quarter, 
Theſe men being chus a fic matcer for him co ſuperjn* 
duce any form upon, he transforms their former ſhapes, 
and makes them become of lovers to Vice, pretended 
lovers of Vertue; and therefore defirons of juſtice, nog 
not only becauſe ic was ju'tly ranked in the catalogue of 
Vertues, but becauſe ic was the deſtroyer of Vice, and 
the cherifher and proteRor of Vertue 

And chis he did co obſcure his own malice, and their 
revenge, from the popular view ; that fo his ations ha- 
ving an image of juſtice impreſſed upon them , mighe 
paſs current, 

Having thus by policy and ſubciley, plundered me 
of my eſtate , the next thing he had to do was to poſe 
ſeſs himſelf of aArriefa , mchour whom all the other 
iſſues of his brain would prove abortive ; and co that 
end he invites both the fiſters Arrite/a and Maridda , 
(ro intercept all jealoufies in chem oriÞ2ic Father, chat 
might incercept his plot) co a moſt magnifhcene feaſt, 
where (as was reporred) luxury and exceſs ſeemed to 
ride in triumph in every diſh, as though che Rorehouſes 
of the elements had been ranſacked to furniſh his 
Table; as if he had been rather to have courted his Mi- 
firiſſes appecice, than her affeQion ; ſo chat his Table 
ſeemed the Scene of Prodigality , whereon was aRed 
the Tragedy of Temperance and true Liberalty ; che 
molt poinant meats being Sou co the former , 

as 
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as exceſſive profuſeneſs is deſtructive to the lat- 
cer, 

Bur the Feaſt being concluded, Pl:w10 had another 
play coat , ro which this ſerved but for a Prologue z 
and that was to ſeize ugon Arriteſsa; that fince (as the 
Philoſopher ſaith) every one is che framer of his own 
tate, he reſolved that none ſhouli! accuſe his negli- 
gence for his infelicicy, but he would purchaſe that by 
compulhon , to which milder means he ſaw would 
prove ineffe&ual, For (my Lord) you muſt know Ar- 
riteſja was a Lady in whom appea:ed all the delicace 
attraQtives of beauty , and external demonſtrations of 
internal Vertue ; ſo that as the former would ſuffici- 
ently excuſe a Stoick ſhould he become an amorilt : 
excuſe? nay accuſe him of a baſe ignorance of worth, 
ſhould he nor admire her perfeRions ; ſo the influence 
of the latter, might have created goodneſs in the worlt 
of men, and rendered him inexcuſable in whole breaſt 
was the lea(t ſpark of an impure fire, Now no won- 
der if a vertuous ſoul enſhrined in ſo ſweet my by 
2 reflex a& viewing its own internal beauty, be like 
Narciſſus gazing on his pifture limned by the Sun- 
beams in a Fountain , enamoured with its own excel- 
lencies ; and ſo was Arriteſia, yet not ſo ag to obſcure 

worth , with being void of humilicy, bur rather 
made Humilicy a means to diſcover the worthineſs of 
her worth, and ſo her Vertues as they became more 
perſpicuous, ſo more deleQable ; ſo that if her humi- 
licy was apt toentice hope, her dazling worth would 
again ſupiſie and confound ic, Burt as none can caſt 
up their eyes at the Sun, with more confidence, and leſs 
dizling, than the blind; ſonone are leſs raviſhed with 
erue worth, than thoſe whoſe ignorance of it , makes 
them leaſt admire ic, 

So Pliwio, though none bad leſs grounds for hope, 

yer 
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yet note had greater confidence than he ; not becauſe 
he to far excelled others, as that bis tranicending de. 
ferrs ſhould excire her co picch upon him , but becauſe 
his worth being ſhort of many , made him leſs able ro 
diſcern of anothers , and begat conceits of himſelf 
above what his deſerts could challenge , and ſuch 
thoughts in any will ſoon augment ho;e to a preſump- 
tion ; but this did bur create the more diſe(teemes of 
him in Arrzefa's thoughts, who by the light of her 
own worth was able co ſee his worthl<ſneſs, and where 
diſefteem once gers entrance, ics hard to crowd our 
diſaffeAtion , they being inſeparably linked together, as 
love and contempt are icreconcileably ſeparated ; ſo 
that Arrieſia thus lighting his perſon would mack 
more contemn his importunings , that ſhe ler all his 
words dye in their own ſounds, his molt patherick ex- 
prefſions raking no more impreſſion on her, chan puffs 
of Air upon an Adamant, 

Her mind was a Paradiſe, where {warmed Angels of 
bigh thoughts , ſuch thoughts as each deſerved 2 
Crown, and could he think ſuch thoughts would admir 
of ſociety with ſo mean and abje&t meditations as lis 
imaginary Vertues ? Buc whicher doth my paſſion tran(- 
pore me! Pl;vis finding her thus (as he tearined h2c) 
an oblinate piece , bent his wit more to deviſe ſons 
ſtratagem, how to pro-ure her by the favour of policy, 
than before he did to compoſe his {Tooth courting 
ſ;eeches to florm her by the force of eloquence. And 
having by that ſubcilcy enticed her co his Caſile (as [ 
cold you ) after the Fealt was concluded, and the ri.hes 
of the tine ſpent in dalliance and detivhis, the ewo $1.'s 
ers,with great acknowledgements of his c v.li:y, tock 
leave of him. 

Plivio being now if ever to accomp!th his defir «, 
waits upon them to the Caſtle Gue , perfor ns Tany 
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Ceremonies to them both to delay their ſudden depar- 
cure, bur eſpecially to Arrieſia, ro whom he applies 
himſelf in all che dilatory poſtures of a patling Lover ; 
ſo that Matilda by this time was entered into her 
Coach, and all their attendants ſtood wicthour, waiting 
when Pl;v1o wonld diſmiſs their Lady , whoſe ear was 
ſarfeiced with bis redious complements, But Pliwio 
having now brought about what he deſired , rhought ir 
not prudence to dally with opportunity , but on the 
ſaddain gives the watch-word to his ſervants , who be- 
ing able co interpret the meaning , make faſt the Gate, 
and by force drew in Arriteſia into the Caſtle , not re- 
gardin; her picriful ſhrieks and crys , and tears, able to 
wound the flinty*t hearc, and pe1:ce the moſt impene- 
rrable ears. Oh ! that hzaven ſhould ever permit any 
ro fix the ſuperſcription of Tove, upon ations ſo plain» 
ly viGble re the dimmeſt eye, to be nothing bur the off- 
ſprings of a luxurious paſſion. 

Matilda, with the company that were withour, 


hearing Arriteſia's crys, and ſeeing the, ſad effeRs of. 


his plot, and that his former delays were but the cour- 
rings of occaſion , they in a confuſed manner run 
home to Pirotes's houſe, to inform him of bis Daughters 
ſurprizal ; but as they went, amazing fear had ſo diſfira- 
Ged ſome, and fearleſs amazement tranſported others, 
that when Pirorerat their arrival ( having his heart no 
leſs filled with terror, than his ears were with the noiſe 
of that rout) inquired of them the cauſe of their con 
fuſion, as the one (at firſt) could not cell what to re- 
late, ſo neither could the other tell how todeliver their 
doleful meſſage , but made their countenances ſupply 
che defe&ts of theirſpeech ; till at length they decla- 


red the villavy of Plivio, and the miſery of his Daugh- 
ter. + 


Pirore: 
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Pirores, whoſe ears wich ſuch greedy haſte hunced for 
words, had now over-taken the prey thac preyed upon 
him , and pulling his hat over his face (as I was told) 
rears fell in ſuch abundanee, as if his heare diſſolved 
into drops , had diltilled chorough his eyes ; ſuch a 
ſource of ſorrow did over-flow him, as even drowned 
his ſenſes , and with too much ſenſe of grief, ma 
grief become ſenſeleſs, Sorrow when it (wells above 
the dam of moderation confounds it (elf. 

In this confuſed conflit of mind , he fixes this re+ 
ſolution in his choughcs (if an unſteadfaſt mind , float- 
ing on the inconſtanc waves of grief, can ever be ſaid to 
retolve) chat a few womaniſh complaints ſhould nor 
ſatisfhe his revenge , but he would give the coyn that 
Mars uſes to purchaſe Kingdoms with for her 
Dowry, 

The next day, according to his reſolution, be ſume 
mons all his Tenants together ; and as many as tho» 
row either envy or hatred to Plzvi0 , or love to Arri- 
teſia (for ſhe had many ſuters, and he many rivals, 
whoſe merics far over-ballanced his, though his for- 
runes exceeded theirs ) would appear in arms agaioft 
him,and befieges him in his Caftle before his ſpies could 
give any information ; ſo that all his preparations were 
to fight Capids batrels, for inſtead of that miſcellany of 
noiſes and combuſtions that are the uſual effeRs of 
ſudden alarms, they might hear nothing bur Muſick 
and dancing , and all things that argued a fearleſs ſe- 
curity; only,as happened, the Gates were ſhur, bur ra- 
ther to keep our the air than an enemy , the Guard be- 
ing diſcharged that ſhould have watched upon the 
walls, and che Centinels chat ſhould hive given notice 
of this invaſion. >| * 

Thus many times, ſome unthought of miſchief ieals 
away our joys, whil.t our ſenſes lye {2epr in ſolace - 
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benumwed with a dream of pleaſure , and ſeldom that 
iflue of an improvidenc mind Securicy , lights upon 
any that move uzon the (till waters of content, but 
like that inauſ; icious meteor called Helene, u prelages 
a ftorm, 

And ſo it was with Plivio, he was reaping the hat- 
ve!t of delight with one hand , whilſt he ſowed the 
feeds of his own ruin with the other. And had not 
the Gates been happily falined {thanks mere to his 
v00d fortune than ks vigilance) he had been (urprized 
in the mid(t of all his jollity ; but by chat means they 
were forced co uſe ſcaling Ladders, battering Rams, 
and other Engines of War, co force a paſſage intothe 
Caſtle, And io {trongly was it fortified by Art and Nas 
ture, that notw:th{tanding they were interrupred with 
ſo. ſmall rehltance, as onely from ſome few of Plivid's 
menial atr-ndants , that were more beholding to Na- 
fure for valouz than their Maſter , and had made what 
6ppoſition, men grown deſperate with courage and 
neceſſity would dare to a!tzmprt,yet ſucceſs had not pur 
a period to their encerprize,uncill the ſetting of the Sun 
had concluded the va And juit then ( as fortune 
would have ic) ic was my happineſs to arrive at the 
Callle, to the 2dmiration of Purrotes and all his com- 
pany , who before were fully poſſeſſed with the belief 
of my death, Burafter ſome congratulations that paſ- 
ſed berwixt us, he gave me afull info:mationof the 
reaſons of tis proceedings, and what had been 
Phwvis's deſions in my abſence, and how that fate that 
commonly attends ſuch actions, had 'now diſſipated all 
his endeavors, ' 

The whil{t he held me in this diſcourſe, the reſt of 
the men were raniacking the Caltle for PAwvie and Avr- 
ra:eſie, the on2 the onely rrey ſor their revenge, and 
the latter the onely treaſure they ſought after ; bug 
not- 
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- notwithſtanding all the care and diligence that could 
be expected in men ſearching for a Jewel that muſt ran+ 
ſom them from tre killing tortures of a living death, 
noc the lealt footlieps of cicher could be found, Bur 
how, or when, cr which way, or whither they eſcaped, 
was as great a ſubjedt of our admiration , as if the Sun 
bad droped down from heaven, But I ſhall never for- 
get how the good old man, when the news of his 
Daughters flight flew to his cars, how he at once both 
wept and wondered, grief and aſtoniſhment having * 
borh caken the Fortreſs of his heart, and both ar once * 
diſplayed their Banners in his countenance, and there |! 
] (aw at once an agreement betwixt them roryrannize 
over him, and a diſagreement abour dominion over | 
each other ; his amazement did at once tranſport him | 
and confound grief , his grief would at once overflow | 
him and drown his amazement. | 
Bur at length after a tedious ſearch for eArrireſia, for | Þ 
whom they looked with more curioſity than Ceres did |} [If 
for Proſerpina, and the time of night being come , thac 
Is wont to (teal our ſenſes , and bide chem in a Punds- 
ra's box of dreams , Pirotes returned home (for home 
he would return) chough (as common civility obliged) 
I much preſſed him to the contrary. Bur as he wenc 
(poor Gentleman) methoughes I (aw a doleful hearſe 
._of ſorrow in his looks , his heavy eyes with their dim 
lights pointing cowards ihe ground, as if there he 
meant ro inhabic next, and ſeemed like torches in a 
grave; Whilk every part would at its patt , and ſeem« 
ed togive a dumb relation of that Rory of woe written 
in his thoughts, | 
But to be ſhort, ſorrow had ſo cloſed up all the-en« | 
eries of his mind, that there was not the leaſt crany Ii 
for a beam of comfort to ſhine in ; yea it ſo plaid ch: | 
Tyrant, that it quice exil'd all re{t and (lcep, and every | 
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'* thing that ſeemed an enemy to mourning, ſo that he 
'*  converſed with nothing bur ſolicaryneſs , ſaw nothing 
bur darkneſs , heard nothing but inward fighs , ſpake 
nothing but filent moans , felt nothing bur pangs that 
Aupificd his feeling , and taſted nothing bur infipid 
grief, till at length death that unties the Gordian knots 
of nature, that untunes the harmony of compounded 
beings ; the poor mans wiſh , the rich mans fear, the 
ſad mans joy , the tour mans Page , the young mans 
toy , and the o!d mgns expeRation ; that thief that 
ſeals man away , and leaves his picture fora while, 
ſtole Prores out of this world , who amongſt many 
other grave counſels ro Marrds (the rare off-forin $ of 
thoſe ſeyere but excellent thoughts, that ſeam forth 
from a departing ſoul, carried above ic ſelf wich that 
exceſs of joy extracted from thoſe pleaſuregble medita- 
tions that a well-paſſed life in this world do afford) I 
ſay much and (o excellent advice he gave her , as if he 
would have contraſted the former goodneſs of the 
whole ſpan of his life into a punRum, of all his years 
Into that laſt moment, and then like the laſt blaze of an 
Aromatick To:ch , breath forth the fragrant odors of 
his life in his la(t inſtant; and then my good Angel in- 
ſpired him with ſuch high thoughts of me, as (indeed) 
ic would be the grearelt preſumption to think my merics 
could challenge a fart inferior reputation : So that at 
his laſt hour he charged her, chat if eyer (as he pleaſed 
ro rearm it) ſo much happineſs was reſerved far her, as 
that I ſhould pitch upon _ as the object of my affeQi- 
ons, notto be ſo great an enemy to her ſelf ( he might 
more p:operly have ſaid an enemy to me) as to ſlight 
me,thoygh my ſmall worth might be a ſufficient excuſe, 
having nothing that might meric the contgary , excep 
1n that 1 love her ; but however,this was ho h his xdviſe 
and command ; to that encouraged by this , aft<r the 
frelh 
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- freſh remembrance of his death was a littie withered 


(as nothing ever continues verdant , though farr be ir 
from me to expunge the remembrance of him, 'twould 
be an eternal blot to my name, and mighc juſily make 
me remembred onely for infamy ) but 1 ſay,after che 
verdant freſhneſs of it, though watered with the dew 
of many tears, began to decay, I wentto Matilda, 
and unbreaſted my thoughts to her , and diſcloſed the 
beaureous image of her ſelf there incloſed ; and bow 

re a flame was ſhot from her eyes into my heart, and 
in a broken manner (for ſuch is the language of Lovers, 
the commotions of their hearts difiurbing th2ir ſpeech) 
I ſay brokenly I begged of her to love me , if not for 
my own ſake, yet as the Cabinet of ſucha Jewel as 
her Ides, and if not for thar, yer for her Fathers lake, 
who had bequeathed ſo excellent a Legacy unto me as 
her ſelf, che Jewel of the world , the pattern of per- 
fe&ion , in whoſe preſence all beauties loſe their 
luſtre, as the Suns refulgent beams drown the (plen- 
dor of the Stars ; and in compariſon of whom Yenus 
was bnt a blowze, and might juſtly be accuſed of 
the higheſt arrogance , ſhould ſhe account her ex- 
o—_ worth eſtimation when compared with 

ers. 

In fine, I lefe nothing unſaid that Love could dictate 
(and Love did difare as. much as can be within the 
compaſs of invention ) ſo that at length with theſe aſ- 
ſaulcs I battered down all thoſe reaſons that fortified her 
heart againſt me ; and forced her to bluſh forth a dumb 
conſent, when methoughcs I ſaw her former thoughts 
marching our of her mind with the colours flying in the 
lovely Air of her countenance , with ſuch a delicate 
bravery, as ſhe (ſeemed at once to yield and tryumph ; 
ſo that I became of a captive a victor, bur yer ſuch a 
vigor, as my conquelt di but augment my —_— 
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And before ſhe would ſurrender up her heart co my 

fleſhon, ſhe compelled me by many Vows to ſwear, 
not to deface her fpocleſs Verrue , but that chaſtity 
ſhould terain its governance ; and withall to pay a large 
ſum of rgerirs, cowards the building a Temple of ho- 
nor, where her Vertue ſhould lye enſhrined; and 
ſince that no 'deſerts purchaſe greater renown , than 
thoſe that are founded on Valour and Deeds of Arms, 
therefore ſhe engaged me to travel with ber thorough 
Greece to hunt for fame with heroick exploits, And 
remembring chat there was no better way to eternize 
my name, than to ſerve ſo excellent a Prince as your 
ſelf, in © juſt and' honorable a cauſe, I raiſed what 
forces I could in Parrhaſis , and am now come to obey 
Alatilda, and ſerve your Lordſhip. 

Athnlza having thus finiſhed his Rory, Davpren and 
he began co conſult abour their deſigns. Great affairs 
being furrounded with difficulties , for their berter ac- 
compliſhmenc , require as well efrgw's cyes as 
Briarews hands. And therefore as a Prince would 
proclame himſelf guilcy of no great prudence, whoſe 
confidence on anothers judgement ſhould create in 
him 2 difhdence of his own, and by- that means make 
another the Atlas of his Crown ; ſo neither would ic 
argue height of policy , ſhould an over-valuing opini- 
on of himſelf , beget in him a contempt of his coun- 
ſel : For by that means, viewing his reaſons thorough 
the ſpeftacles of ſelf-conceipt , be ſure they will ap- 
pear (however empty in themſelves) more full of wiſ- 
dom, more forcible, and more demonſ(trative than o- 
chers. That Prince had need have a brain pregnanc 
with Afinervae that needs no connſel, as he ſhews him- 
ſelf a Prince (ſcarce a man I ſhonld ſay) with a head, 
empty of brains, that refuſes all counſel, 
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Bur to digreſs from this digrefſion, Pard io» and 
Athalws (as 1 (aid) fell into contulcation about the man- 
aging this cauſe in which they were embarqued , and 
how to ſteer it ſafely to the Port of Soveraignty,. Now 
in all decerminable caſes, controverred by a Councel, 
theſe three points are chiefly co be inſiſted on. 

Ficſ}, The Juſineſs of the cauſe: far who can ex- 
pet to return crowned with a Lawrel , that at once 
fight agatoſt che powers of heaven and earth ? 

Secondly, The facility of accompliſhing ; and 
therein is to be conſidered the infirumental cauſes : for 
never was any ſo in league wich Heaven, asto chal. 
lenge ſupernatural aſſiſtance, None could free him 
from the imputarion of madneſs, that would endeavor 
to effect an enterprize without endeavors; that were 
eo create not to get vitories. 

Thirdly, The honor and profit : ſince man ating as a 
rational creature by voluntary ele&ion, not by inſtin& 
of Nature, or compulfive impulſe of Senſe, always 
propounds ſome thing to himſelf, which appearing 
under the notion of good, 1s called the final cauſe, 
which though laſt in execution, is firſt in intention ; 
therefore much more in the management of the higheſt 
affairs, man is encruſted wich on earch , they oughtrs 
uſe the greate(t reaſon ; and Reaſon never excires the 
will co proceed to eleRion of any thing for irs objeR, 
that contains not real worth co render ic eligible , or is 
at leaſt gilded over with an amability, 

Now theſe three things were chiefly conſidered in 
their deliberation. 

And as to the firſt , namely , The juſtneſs of the 
Cauſe; thar was affirmed to be as apparent as th Sun; 
by whom all chings are apparent; it being the proſecu- 
tion of a perſecuted right, and ſuch a righe , thac hid 
been founded ufon an indubitace ſucceſſion for many 
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generations,proclamed by the voyce of heaven the 
ple, and confirmed by the Law of Nature and Nat 


Ons. 

And to that Obje&ion that Hz:arbac his right,both by 
Conquelti, and by Ag his reſignation, had ſwallowed 
up Danpion's, Reply was made : To the firſt Part of 
the Objection, Thar Nature was an impartial Legiſla- 
tor, and Univerſals were equally ſhared among Speci- 
als and Individuals : Now ific was an Univerſal Rule, 
That Might could purchaſe Right, then ic was as juſt 
for Dawpron to regain the Kingdom by force, as Hiar- 
bas by force co poſſeſs it, Ifthelongeſt ſword is a fir 
tool to carye Crowns for one, it is for another. Ifche 
Trophies ' of Conqueſt can afford materials for a 
Throne for one, they can for another. But the Sword 
uſing no other Arguments, than thoſe of Viftory and 
Succeſs, cannot be a fit way to conſtitute,nor a fit Um- 
pire to determine Right: And chough it may plead 
Cuſtom and Example , yetſnch Pleas are only valid 
with thoſe, whoſe ignerance of the Original and true 
conſticution of Right, Equity , and Juſtice , diſpoſeth 
them to adhere to a Precedent ; and though they follow 
the example of one, whoſe ations were probably enci- 
euled juſt, becauſe they eſcaped that vengeance that 
purſues injuſtice : We are not to ſquare our ations by 
anothors, unleſs he ſquares his by the rules of juſtice : 
And though (it is rrue)in the ſtate of War , that all 
men are in, before the inſtiturion of Common-wealchs, 
(every man by nature being as a licrle World , ſo a little 
Republick) a Right procured by the Sword is not un- 
juſt , becauſe unjuſtice is the wrongtul deraining of 
anothers Propriety ; now one man having as much 
right co all things as another, there can he no Propriecy, 
until a coercive Power is eſtabliſhed, cthK muſt divide 
this vaſt Common into Incloſures ; jet after Common. 
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wealths are inftituced, to invade anothers right , is not 
"ro procure a Propriety,but a Poſſeſſion ; for Piopriery is 


a Right co enjoy and improve any thing transferred by 
murual yoluntary compact , under a coercive Power, 
that can render the Contract valid , by compelling che 
mutual performance : Now a Covenant being an act 
of the Will, and the Will having only ſome good for 
ics ObjeR, and nogreaterevil, than to abandon means 
of ſelf-preſeryation (which is the end and uſe of all 
things we ſeek to enjoy) therefore none can be ſuppo- 
ſed voluntarily to renounce his righe of enjoyment of 
chat, the loſs whereof tends to his deſtruction ; becauſe 
he therein cannot be thought to aim at any good to 
himſelf, 
Again, a Covenant being a voluntary a&t , muſt be 
free from all coercion : For though the Elicic a&tions 
of the Will are not tubje& to compuliion, yer the Im- 
perate aRions are ſomtimes forced to rebel againſt irs 
commands and diftates: Now a Covenant being a 
volunrary transferting of Right, that is, not a conferring 
a Right upon another that he had not before , becauic 
Nature equally ſhares all chings, among all perſons, 
bur a develiing ones ſelf of a liberty of interrupting 
anothers Original Right,in che ching alienated,or a yo- 
luncary Randing our of the way , that another may en- 
Joy his Original Right derived co him by Nature : As 
Alexander, when he eclipſed the Sun, by his interpolt= 
tion between it and Diogines's lictle Hermitage , remo- 
ved his lation at the Cynicks requeſt : But an enjoy- 
ment purchaſed by force, doth not by a reciprical cran(- 
ferring of ſome good, move the Will of any one by 
compact, voluntarily ro cenounce his Righe, or liberty 
of impeding anothers uſe of his own Right Original, 
and to remove himſelf away che main obſtacle , bur r2- 
ther thruſts ſuch a one ayvay by fo;ce ; as if DgTws 
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ſhould have crowded Alexander from berween him 
and che Suns Rayes, 

And therefore a Right ſo procured , is only a preſent 
fruition , that is Poſlethion, until a (tronger ſnatches rhe 
Prey. Hence, no one can invelt himſelf with a righe 


of Soveraignety only by force , a power of governing 
ſo procured , being not a Soveraignty , but a Tyran- 
ny : For all Soveraigntie , or Power of governing 


others, is Originally derived from a certain number of 
Perſons, covenanting one with another , ro ſurrender 
up theic natural righe of Self-gubernation , to one or 
more Perſons, who repreſenting the whole , ſo united 
by martual compaR, may uſe the power and firengrh 
ofrhem all for the ſafety, and benefic, and weal of the 
Publick. 

Therefore a Power attained by violence, is not 2 
Power to rule, but tyrznnize ; the multitude having 
never ſo much as implicitly transferred over their right, 
and conſequently not obliged to obedience, any far- 
ther than as their Non-obedience may turn totheir de- 
ſtrufion : And in that reſpe&, the right of Soveraign- 
ty being equally ſhared among all Perſons, by nature, 
the diſproportion only remains in this, Thar ſuch a 
one hath the longeſt Sword, 

Bur concerning the ſecond part of the ObjeRion, 
iz; That Ag had rransferred over his right to Hiar - 
bas by Refgnarion, this was the ſolution : 

Firſt, though ic is crue, Covenants entred into by 
force are Obligatory , from the Law of Nature that 
commands Self-preſervation , and conſequently an 
Eleftion of thoſe means that rend thereunto ; there- 
fore if an extorted reſignation be a means to procure 
ſuch a good, as a freedom from that evil that is rhe 
ObjcR of fear, it cannot but be binding , where ther: 
is no other Law (as in the conditihn of meer Nature) 
for- 
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forbidderh the performance z bur ſuch Covenants be- 
ing as of men, conſidered as in the condition of War, 
ace therefore obliging no longer, than uncil there ati- 
ſeth a new and juit cauſe of fear, and chen be is much 
+ obliged by the ſame Law, that for Self-conſervacion 
commanded him to refign up ſuch a Righe , becauſe 
the reſervation of ic was inconliltent with his preſer- 
vation, to re-invelt himſelf with that righc he relin- 
quiſhed, if ic be che only means for his ſafery, as before 
he was to reſign it up. | 

But ic was alleged , That there was a juſt cauſe of 
fear, though not in Ag, -_ in Daz»p:1on his Heir, or 
Repreſencative, who had the ſentence of Death paſſed 
upon him, and therefore might jultly ſeek to re-gain 
the Kingdom, nor only as his lawful inhericance , but 
to preſerve himſelf from the invaſions of Hiarbas, 
there being nothing more reafonable than Anticipa. ' 
| tion , that is, the over-powriog thoſe Perſons that ſeek 
ones deſtruction. 

But ſecondly , The people of Theſſalia had given 
the ſoveraignty to thoſe that were lineally deſcended 
of Ag 's Anceliors, and therefore were bound by Co. 
venant to obey them , as their lawful Soveraigns: 
Conſequently a F2w, though he might. diſpoſe of rhe 
Government during his life, yet nor of the Succeſſion ; 
becauſe he derived no ſuch authority ſrom the Foun- 
tain of Soveraigntie, the Multitude, in the firlt inflicu- 
' | tion; and therefore the transferring of che right of g9- 
 verning from his Poſterity to a (iranger, was the giving 
away anothers Propriety, or an aſlitting of one , in the 
lavaſion of another, 

Hence, Hiarbas was but a temporaty King,to whom 
the entire exerciſe of Power was commirted for a time; 
which once expired, his Power mu!t alſo expire with 


it: afcer which, his Gove:pment was but an vpjuſt U- 
ſut- 
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ſurpation, or a wrongful detaining of anothers Proprie- 


"j The ſecond thing they conſulted about, was the f2- 
cility of accompliſhing : For Policy forbids any man 
co ingage in a War, thoigh for a Jult and lawtul reco- 
very of his own ; unleſs he can produce pregnant and 
demonſtrative aſſurances , that he ſhall be ſeconded 
with ſucceſs, Bur they did not doubt of ſucceſs , for 
theſe Reaſons : 

Firſt becauſe, the ſooner any thing comes to per- 
feftion, the ſooner it declines to corruption and diſſo» 
Jution; ſo che ſooner any arrives at the heighc of power, 
the nearer he is to his declenfion. And this was Hiar- 
ba: caſe, being on a ſudden rebounded , by a ſtrange 
fortune, into the chrone,from the ground of a hopeleſs | 
irretolution. 

Secondly, As in Nature, ſo in Government , no- 
thing is permanent that is violent. For though for a 
time a Tyrant (5,e, an unjuſt Uſurper, or poſſeſſor of | 
anochers Power, to whom the right of ſoveraignty in 
morny belongs) though for ſome time he may un- | 
p__ is fate with the Sword and Policy ; yet in the | 
end,Divine Juſtice ſnaps the Sword in ſunder, infatuates 
his Council , and makes his own the ſubalcern cauſes of 
his down-fall. 

But Hiarbar, as he came to his Govsnment by a 
Policick violence , ſo he upheld fic by the ſame ; and 
cherefore chey feared nor, bur that falſe prerended righr, 
inſcribed by the Sword-point, on the leaf of a Laurel, 
would be diſſipated , like the Prophecies of that Sy- 
6:1, chat uſed Leaves for her Paper , by che blaſts of 
Heavens Vengeance. 

Thirdly, That Government that isereted on the 
Baſis of a FaRion, cannot (tand ; b:cauſe the Founda- 
tion being too narrow for the Fabrick, and it havin; a 
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Iriternal Principle of Rabilicy, muſt be upheld by Ex- 
rornal Props, and conſequencly ſubje& to diſſolution, 
upon the leaſt failing of chat force , by which it was 
conſiicuted, 

But as the former was moſt apparently true in Hiar- 
bas his Government, ſo alſo the latter ; viz: Thar chit 
force that was the ArchiteQ of his ſoveraignty , daily 
declined chorow inteſtine diſorder, Theſe, and many 
other Reaſons that were then given , encoutayed them 
in their high encerprize, 

Bur as for the chird thing, viz: the Honour and Pro- 
fit that would redound , if theic atchivements were 
crowned wich ſucceſs, that was ſo conſpicuous , as it 
required no great conſideration, So that in Fine,thiz was 
the reſule of che 'conſultation , That Atha/ws ſhould 
march with his mento the Court, and prerend to be re- 
volted from Pandion, through an opinion of che merit 
of Hiarbas 's Cauſe ; that ſince Danpron was exiled 
from thence, and none to nouriih Faction in ths Court 
or Kingdom, «Athal:« by that means might ingratiate 
himſelf with the King, and breed emulation among the 
Nobles, and diſſentions among the Commonalty; thar 
ſo by that means, they might fic all things in a readi- 
neſs againit che firſt acceſs of a ſmiling forrune, And 
as for Dangyes, it was thought nor ſafe for him to en- 
eruſl vimiellh any part of che Kingdom , unleſs dif- 
ouiſed ; it was therefore reſolved, that he ſhould atrice 
himſelf in the habic of a Lady, and go to the Court as 
a companion of Matilda's , and ſo make that mask 2 
ſtep at once co reach the prize of his Ambition and At- 
fection, 

Theſe things thus agreed on , Dnpion arrayes hive 
ſelfin a white ilken Rob?, that raught from his ſhoul- 
ders to the ground, the train whereof (irayed a pretry 
diſtance from his hzels, and before was butroned with 
1h 
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Iich Jewels, from his neck, co his knees, and there lefr 
Open co diſcover the pure whiteneſs of his skip : His 
leggs and feet were impriſoned within the gilded La- 
byriach of rich Buskins, which were faſtned under his 
knee, with a molt precious Jewel, where the ends of 
all the Knors did centre and unite: His hair beiog 
very long, after the Theſſalian manner , hung looſely, 
and carele(ly upon his ſhoulders , having no other at- 
Lice upon his head, than a lawn Veil caſt over his head, 
face, and ſhoulder, on the trop of which , he wore a 
Coronet of Gold, ſet with Diamonds, the antient Ha- 
bir of Virgin-Princeſſes in ſome parts of Greece, Thus 
arrayed, he ieps up into the Charior, and fits on the 
right hand of Matilda, and accompanies her to the 
Court, under the name of Celaria; where ina ſhorc 
time they arrived, and were received by Hiarb as (af- 
ter norice given by a Herauld from Arbalws , what they 
were, and what the incencs of their coming) wich all 
poſſible demonſtrations of Honour; not negleRing any 
ceremonies or complements that appertain to State, bur 
manifeſiing all chings that might expreſs the greatneſs 
of 4 Princes mind, who ſcorns to'be overcome in cur- 
£211C, 

And as for the two Ladies , Celaxia and Matilda, 
with the four Virgins that were the Atreggants , they 
were conducted by a chief Gentleman- , thorow 
che ourward Court, to a ſtately Gallery, that led into 
a moſt beautiful Garden; where they were received by 
a Lady of Honour, and thence led tothe Princeſs Am- 
phigenia ; whoin her Chamber was ſetin a Chair of 
Stare, under a moſt rich Canopy of cloth of gold , with 
many young beautiful Ladies,clad in Crimſon Damask, 
attending on her, 

Amongſt whom, her moſt tranſcendent beauty made 
her ſhine,with as muchb ſuperioricy,as the Sun doth w_ 
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the leſſer Luminaries ; ſocxcellenc and incomparable 
were the Graces that (at enſhrined in her lively Coun 
renance, as ſhe ſeemed as a perfet muror of all beau- 
ty and Majeſty ; ſuch a miraculous compoſitian of all 
thoſe Excelleacies, that can at once both encaviſh with 
delight, and cranſporr wich admiration : She ſeemed 
(as indeed ſhe was) a fitter ſubjeR for the pen of 
Angels, whoſe vaſt capacities render them more a- 
ble co comprehend , as their being converſanc with im- 
moxtal Glortes, to deſcribe the ſublimicy of her Per- 
feRions, chan any Mortal whacſoever ; bezauſe,chough 
he had an undectianding as vaſt as the Creation, that he 
could pur a Girdle upon Nature, and. mighe , like the 


Bee, here and chere extract che choycelt Flowers, that 


grow in her Garden, to fill his invention wich {mili- 
tudes , yet being cooped wichin the Univerſe , he can 
no more deſcribe che perfe&ion of her beaucies , than a 
PiRture of che Sun can imitate irs Splendor. 

In this fiacely potture ſhe fate, unul the Ladies were 
conducted into ber preſence, and then ſhe aroſe and 
ſaluted chem, with a countenance and geljure expreſ- 
ſing ſo much (weerneſs , but yer tempered wich ſuch a 
lovely , but ately reſervedneſs, as ſhe at once gave 
them their due Honour , and yer retained her own 
State; ſo that Majeſty is her deportments ſeemed to 
deſcend on the wings of Humilicy, like Phebuo 's Ch: 
riot, ruled by Pheecton,and inflamed their hearts wich 
admiration ; but eſpecially Celanias's who was firuok 
into a ſtrange. kind of tranſport, that had-near diſcover- 
ed ber, had not conſcience recovered. her ; for her heart 
fell into ſuch a vehement panting , and her body was 
ar:efted wich ſuch a quiv'cing,as even hindred both her 
ſpeech and geſtures , at leaſt the grace of them , ſothar 
ſhe at fir(t wiſhed ſhe could purchaſe a hanſom canvey« 
ance out of the Room, with the loſs of thoſe delights 
T > Am- 
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Amphigenia's preſence afforded: And no wonder, 
for ſhe was never before acquainced with the happr= 
neſs of ſo near an acceſs ; much leſs therefore with the 
effets of love, when extahed wich ſo near an ap- 
proach, to the obje& beloved, and leaft of all with 
an Antidote again(t the firange inflaence of thoſe 
effects. 

Bur at length the conſideration of choſe miſeries 
that would be 1n the event of her diſcovery, conquered 
thoſe pangs , and gave his reaſon the ſoveraignty over 
his paſſion ; ſo that chongh at firſt Paſſion diſdained to 
hearken to Reaſon as a Councellor , it now refuſed not 
to be ſubje co it as a Prince, 

Celania being now in a capacity ſor converſe, fell 
into conference with Amphigezia, the cadences of 
whoſe words ſeemed to her a melody beyond the very 
reliſhes and cloſes of Angels Muſick , as her features 
ſeemed to tranſcend Angelical Beaury, After ſome 
time conſumed in pleaſant diſcourſes, Amphigenia 
led them into the Gardens, and therg ſhewed them all 
the delights might have ſated an Epicure, Such a ban- 
quet had Art and Nature there ſer forth to feaſt the 
figbr, as might ſatiate the moſt greedy pomp-expeRt+ 
ing eyes, ſatiate ? rather aſtoniſh, Nether were the 
eyes alone partakers of the mollitious pleaſures of that 
. Paradiſe, but the ears were enriched with all the trea- 
ſures a well-rouched Lute (that ſweet Exchequer of 
delights) could afford, whoſe reſounding womb 
ſeemed- the Limbeck of harmony, where its quinteſ- 
ſence was diſtilled , which gently dropping tharough 
th2 eat into the Cabiner of Senſe, the Brain, with us 
ſoft pleaſures charms the ſoul, 

Bur this was but a prelude to a conſort of Inftru- 
ments excellently plaid on»by delicate Ladies , fitting 
under a Sun-proof Arbor , whoſe features ſeemed as 
= : full 
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full of harmony to their eyes, as their Muſick was 
beautiful co the ears, But whillt they were keeping 
time in Mulick, time danced by ſonimbly, as th. y-ra- 
cher in keeping loſt ic, each minute crowded on (o talt , 
and ſeemed'to cread on its predeceſſors hzels , as if ic 
feared the others loycering might intercept its plea- 
ſures: (o that ic was not long ere the farr-extended 
ſhadows of the mountains, ſeemed ſent as meſſengers 
from Titan, to tell them the news of his SH 
when ſupper was in great (tate ſerved into the Banquet 
ing houſe ; a (tately building ſuſpended in the Air on 
Marble pillars, Randing on a flowry plain , embraced 
with the Silver (treams of a purlling River that gently 
crept along ; the Chamber above was hung with cloth 
of Tiſſue , in the mid(t of it was a round Tribunal 


made of Porphyry, on the top of which was a chair of , 


State, wherein was placed the Statue of D4a-a, richly 
apparelled, a golden (cepter in hzr hand, and the three 
Graces attending on her, playing on wind Infiruments, 
which were carved ſolively , that as their figure de- 
ceived the ſight, ſo did the Muſick the herring, which 
the water conveyed by ſilver pies thorough the pillars 
made them compoſe, 

Bur all theſe glories ſeemed to (lame onely to 
adorn the tryumph of eAmphigena's beauty, which 
l-a& captive more hearts than they did eyes, or the 
Mulick ears; ſo that ſhe viewed them onely with & 
careleſseye, accounting nothing worth the ſeeing in 
A mphigenia's preſence but her , nor ſcarce ever calling 
a glance on any thing, unleſs irwere on that whoſe ex- 
traordinary excellence might julily challenge a look 
from aCriticks eye,and then (he would compare it with 
ker, to render her Beauty incomparable. Butif Am- 
phigema chanced to crop a flower , or treaſure upthe 
perfumes of a Roſe, or diſperſe the rays of her f ic

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| } Eyes on any objeR , then ſhe would look and look a= 
gain, envy the flower, grow jealous of the Roſe, and 
gri-ve that ſhe her (elf was not the objet, Ah !(would 
the ſay) rhou pretty Matryre , how happy gre chou to 
loſej thy life by ſo ſweer an executioner !

And when Supper was ſerved inchough there was 
all cbe raricies that could be expeRed ar a refection in- 
venced by an Epicure, to feaſt his Senſe without ſenſe 
of ſatiety, yet Celamia took no contentment in all, on- 
ly ler her eyes riot in che moſt luxuriant banquet of | 
eAmphigenia's beauty , which ſhe did with the more 
contdence , preſuming her diſguize might make her | 
looks unregarded, or at molt unſuſpeRted, Such (irange | 
eft:&s did Love work in (elanid's heart. 1f Amphige- | 
ma pake, the ſweet harmony of her voice, and elr- 
quence in her ſpeech , would ſirike Celari4 mute, It 
Amphigenia afforded her a glance , the luſtre of her 
eyes (like the Sun whoſe own brtzheneſs is his ſhade, 
and ſends a drop to veil a gizers eye) would fire Cee 
lama blind. If Amphigenia graced a Lute with h 
playing , the curious twiftneſs of her fingers nimbl 
touching the quavering rings , in deep amazes would 
firike Ce/ama motionleſs, J 

And thus did «Aaphigenia's preſence abſent Celan 
from her ſelf, Bur ſupper being ended, after a grea 
deal of mirth chat uſually abounds in Princes Courrs 1 
times of ſerenity , bur eſpecially upon ſuch occaſions 
the night being far ſpene , the Sun having diltribarec 
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Lmphigenia brought the Ladies to their ſeveral lodg- 
ings, where my Muſe will bid them good night, and 
leave chem to rake their repoſe, that conſort of dark- 
neſs, that ſoveraign of balme for care-wounded- 
minds. 

Thus had Danpion, now Celarnia, finiſhed the ſe- 
cond parc of his- Tragicomedy, and is now ſtepping 
into the third , which as it was ated under various 
di guizes, ſo with yatious fortunes, as we thus de- 
clare. 

The ewo happy Lovers Athalm and Marilds having 
continued ſome ſpace in the Court , not willing to ſtay 
any longer in the Suburbs of defires, nor to be confin- 
ed within the portal of felicity , reſolved to imparadiſe 
their hearts in Hymens Eligium ; and by mar:iage (that 
pick-lock of chaſt ſweets) to d:ench their love-united 
zouls jn a deluge of concentments ; which according» 
ly was celebrated by Hiarbas's ſpecial command , with 
all che riches, pomp , and magnificencc, that the high- 
eſt graticude could throw upon the greateſt and moſt 
unmatched: deſert ; and with all the pleaſures that 
mighc bribe a contemplative mind to ſtoop to the lure 
of lenſe,

Hariry, The firangeneſs of her garb and deporrment, 
as they- made many other objects ungazed on, by af- 
fording as much matcer for admiration as they for de+ 
light, ſoin particalar they drew a mote curious obſer- 
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vation from Dohineffm than others , becauſe cthatob- | 


ſervation begat a conceipr in him that was not in others, 
viz.. that this Celarvia was no other then Glycere the 
Nunn , his Maſters ſhe-idoll, eſcaped out of Cyprow, 
and for love of ſome Courtier or other fled thither un- 
der that diſguiſe. 

This conceipr having admiſſion inco his choughte, 
did by degrees conquer all oppoſition , bribe his belief

Theſe reſolves he cloſerrted in his thoughts , ell 
Time the winged Poft-horſe of opportunity , that 
Wher-ſtone of reſolucion that keenes the _— the 
dulleft mind, ſhould bring the news of ſucceis, The 
next morning by that time Awrora's bluſhing cheeks

Ic happened char at this time Tormorw a Squire thay 
attended on Dohimeſtme , invited forth by rhe Morn 
mollicious {weers, was walking upon a little hill co re- 
freſh himſelf with Zephyres cooling gales, where he 
chanced to eſpy theſe two Ladies , Piring under che 
green Canopy of a ſhady Bower, and earneft in diſ- 
courſe, Celana had her beauty eclipſed with her Lill 
Veil, as ſhe had wont ; - but Amphrgenra fully diſplay 
the treaſure of her beauty , where the ſeemed to ſhew 
all the riches of Nature ; as ſhe ſat under the Bower 


her eyes ſeemed pearly Bowers where thouſands of -. 


Loves and Graces ſeemed to fluxter up and down , and 
with their ſwift Arrows feathered with Majeſtick love- 
lineſs, and tipt with Diamonds , ,would wound behol- 
ders hearts : So that the Bower ſeemed a ſhady Palace, 
where heart-commanding beauty, attended with a 
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oreat retinue of perfetions, ſeemed to keep its Court; 
or as an Aſylum under whole verdant Roof, the Stars 
in day time kept their refhdence. 

Ternatw having paid a licele duty to admiration ( as 
whom would it not tranſport with wonder , to behold 
ſo many wonders?) run to his Maſter , and told him 
what lovely obje&s that morning had ſaluced his eyes 
withall. ..Dokimaſt hearing that, went by his Squires 
dirgion: to the place where he beheld thoſe two ex- 
cellent Ladies , whom he- had no ſooner ſeen, bur he 
kney to be Celama and Amphigenia ; the rays of whoſe 


beauty made the day-break of occaſion , for the exe- | 


Ccution of his plot ;. ſo that he preſently diſcloſes his 
intents.to Ternotws (having firſt ſworn him to ſecrehie.) 
Much time. they ſpent not in traverſing of their 
thoughts, till at length having agreed upon a way , 
which cheic reaſon perſwaded chem worll prove efte- 
Qual, They on a ſudden ruſhinto the Grove, where the 
Ladies ſat ( Terxor having firit fetche their weapons, 
and a ſir, of Apparel that belonged to ane of Dokima- 
ftxu's atzendants ) and by force carryed them into a lit- 
tle Valley ; ſome ditiance from the Gardens, where 
they diſrobed (aria of her Garments , andi clothed 
her in chat habit, and ſer Amphigema in a Coach that 
they had prepared ready for that purpoſe ; bur by that 
time they had accompliſht their endeavors, the ſhricks 
of «Amphzgenia (| o'h for her ſurprizal, and che fear 
ſhe took at a bloudy fight that grew between Celania 
and Dok:maſizs , who i2norant of (:laria's Sex and 
Valour , had put a ſword in her hand, thinking if any 
ſhould diſcover them , ic might be thought that he 
had conveyed Amphigenia away by force.)

.- But now, to return to Daxpion , who had overtaken 

Amphigeniagby that time the Coach was artived ac 
Pandions Calile ; ſo that forme ofrhe Souldiers char 
were upon the Walls, ſeeing a gallane and beauriful 
End by a man on Horſ-back , with a drawn 
Sword (for Dexpren, by reaſon of the madneſs of che 
Horſe, had not time co impriſor it in the Scabbard , anc 
loath he was codiſfarm himſelf, knowing not what fu 
cure accidents might require ics ſervice) they ran pre 
ſently out of the Gates,and commanded them to yield 


Daxpio+ not being accultomed to ſurrender on ſuch cafe 


terms,began to treat with them in the cburliſh languag: 
of War, and diſpue his Ticle to Liberty ; cill at laſt hz 
was confured by the ſharp Sophiliry of mulciplyed 
Swords : who, after they bad argued a while in the 
ſchool of War, at laft prevailed, and led thera to Pan- 
drons General; who at the fitt view of theſe rwo excel- 
lent and beautiful Perſonages, was poſleſt with (uch ex- 
treme wonder, that every beam of their Beauty , was a 
drighe Key, that lockt up his ſenſes in the Priſon of 
amazement, 


As for Darpien, though his Habit became not one of 


his Birch and Greatneſs, yer be ſo became his Habir, 
as he ſeemed to put a Majeſty on Poverty ; that whileſt 
his gatb preſented him as anothers ſervant, all choſe 
excellent endowments , that give heighe of mind in 
the loweſt fortune, attended on him : His Eyes were 
graced with ſuch a verecundious fiernneſs , as ſeemed 
at once toallure and threacen ; ſore terrifying flaſhes 
would glance from them, but yet with ſuch a mixture 
of a well.becoming ſuavity, as inflamed che heart with 
a greater admiration of his Beauty : His Countenance 
(in which appeared no common Ayr) chough ſomching 
clouded, not with a deje&ing, but rather ſucha tumid 
grief, as uſually actends choſe great ſouls , we $0 
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fortunes can diſcompoſe, but thoſe that deprive them 
of che exerciſe of Vertue; yet thorow thoſe Clouds 
there ſhined ſuch Rayes of an undaunted Majefly , as 
might well deſerve the higheſt admiration in choſe 
mindes that elteem nothing vulgar, 

Bur as for Amphigenia, ſhe ſeemed a Perſon ſo in- 
comparably excellent , tis ficter to leave the Soul 
extatied with the contemplation of her Beauty, chan co 
atcempr its Delineation, fince no Tongue, nor Pen cat 

urtray chem, bur muſt be valt debtors to her PerfeRi- 
ons, And that that added no ſmal luſtre co her Excellen- 
cies, was her Magnanimity uncer this misfortune,chu- 


ſing rather that her heart ſhould break within, chan her 


ſorrow b:eak out ; and reſolving , that Death ſhould 
raviſh her Soul from her Body, ſooner than the ſaddeſt 
accident her Vertue from her Soul ; and making it the 
chiefeſt point of Vertue, to bz commander of her in- 
ward Paiſions, whileſt her ourward eſtate was a ſervant 
to Fortune : And this preſent miſery, chough circum- 
ftanced with all the evils that envy could wiſh for , or 
her (elf dereſt, not only her Perſon , but her Chafticy 


being at the diſpoſal of one, whom a double Antipathy, | 


both as a man, and an enemy made infinitely hateful ; 
yetby foyling ic wich her Vercue, ſhe made ſerve, buc 
as an Ornament to the beauty of her Vertues : So that 


the Clouds of ſadneſs in her Countenance , made the | 


hile(t Pandion was taken up with the Proſpe&t of 
ſuth Heavenly AſpeRts, the Coach-man (that had been :

Hell of miſery) comes to him , and humbly craves a 


minutes conference : He conſenting, the Coach-man | 


informs him, who that beautiful Subje& of his admira- 
tion was, and by what, and whoſe means , and for whac 


end he had conyeyed her thirhzr ; and as for the other, | 
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hepreſumed he was ſome Attendant of che Kings, by 
whoſe command he purſued them. eb 
This news was as a Charm ro Pardior's Paſſion, that 
gently did allay the ſurges of aftoniſhment, and con- 
verted them into a ſmoorh Sea of contenement : For 
now he doubred nor bur co procure the Kingdom, lince 
he had gotren the Inhericrix within his Power, by ma- 
king herto reſign up her Rig, to ranſom her Chiaſticy, 
or her Farher his Powergto ranſom her. Andobſerving 
im the looks of Danpior, rhe Efifigns of a brave reſo- 
lute mind, and fearing left by bis valouc he ſhould re- 
leaſe the Princeſs, he gave fri chatge wchs chief 
Commander of che'Caſtle, that if within 4 ſhore Tpace 
none came to redeem him, he ſhould be pur ro Death,

that I once ſerved your Highneſs in the qualicy of a

che Theatre of Love and Beauty ; to ſee her co whom 
all hearts do homage, to bow to an injurious fortune. 
And that that did exrorr pity from the cruelleſt hearr , 
was the manner of her geitures , wherewith ſhe ſeem- 
ed to Antedace her milery , and make miſery ir ſelf 
more:miſerable, at leaſt more lamenrcable ;. for her eyee 
were fixt on Heaven, as if ſhe meaut to dart her Set |
